as well the faultas the face is to be ſhowen . The fays 
reſt Leopard is made with his ſpottes, the fineſt cloth 
with his lyſt, the ſmootheſt ſhooe with his laaſt , See- 
ing then that in euery counterfaite as well the ble- 
miſh as the beautie is coloured:I hope 1 ſhall not incur 
the diſpleaſure of the wiſe, in that, in the diſcourſe of 
Euphues, L haue as wel touched the vanities ot his loue, 
as the vertues of his lyfe. The Perſians, who aboue all 
their kings moſt honoured Cyrus, cauſed him to be ens 
rauen al wel with his hoked noſe, as his high forchead, 
F; e that loued Homer beſt, concealed not his flattering, 
& he that praiſed Alexander moſt bewrayed his quafs 
fing, Demonydes muſt have a crooked ſhooe for his 
wry foot, Damocles a ſmoth gloue tor his ſtreiglit had, 
Aij, For 
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For as cuery painter that ſhadoweth.aman inall parts, 
gineth eucry peecc his wſt proportion,ſohe that diſs 
ciphereth the qualitics of the minde,ought as well to 
ſhew euery humor in his kinde, as the other doth euery 
part in his colour. The Surgiõ that maketh the Anato- 
my, ſheweth aſwel the muſclesin the heele,as the vaines 
of the heart. If the the firſt ſight of Euphues ſhal ſeeme 
to light to be read of the wile, or to fooliſh to be regars 
ded of the learned,they ought not to impute it to the 
iniquitie of the author, but to the neceſsitie of the hiſto 
ry, Euphues beginneth with loue as allured by wit, but 
endeth not with luſt as bereft of wiſdome. He woocth 
women prouoked by youth, but weddeth not hinmiſelſe 
to wantonneſſe as pricked by pleaſure. I haue ſet down 
the follies of his wit without breach of modeſty,& the 
ſparkes of his wiſdome without ſuſpition of diſhones 

y. And certes I thinke there be mo ſpeaches which for 
grauitie wil miſlike the fooliſh, then vnſemely termes 
which for Vanitie may offẽd the wiſe. Which diſcourſe 
(right honorable)I hope you wil the rather pardõ for 
the rudenes in that it is the firſt, & protect it the more 
willingly if it offed,in that it may be the laſt, It may 
be that fone wits wil deſcãt ypon him that hauing no 
wit goeth about to make the Anatomy of wit: And cers 
teinly their ieſting in my minde is tollerable. For if the 
blake ſhould take vpõ him to cut the Anatomy of a 
man, bicauſe he hath {kil in opening an Oxe, he would 
proue himſelfe a Calfe,or if the horſelech would aduẽ⸗ 
ture to miniſter a potiõ to a ſick patiẽt, in that he hath 
knowledge to giue a drench to a diſeaſed Forſe, hee 
would make himſelfe an Aſſe. The Shomaker muſt not 
go aboue his latchet , nor the hedger medle with any 
thing but his bill. It is vnſeemly for the painter to feas 
ther a haſt,or the Fletcher to handle the penſill. All 
which thinges make molt againſt me, in that a foole 

hath 
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hath intruded himſelfe to difcourſe of wit, PuroasT wit 
willing to commit the fault,ſo am 1content 40 mal e 
am — — ſtandeth I looke for no 
raiſe for my labour, but pardon for m wil:it is 
— greateſt reward that — — l teaſt that 
they can offer. I deſire no more, I deſerue no leſſe. 
Though the ſtile nothing delight the daintie eare of 
the eurious ſifter, yet wil theanatter recreate the mind 
of the coutteous Reader. The varietie of the one, will 
abate the harſhnes of the other. Things of greateſt pros 
fit, are ſette foorth with leaſt price, Where the wine is 
neat there needeth no Iuie · buſh. The right Coral nees 
deth no colouring, Where the matter it ſelfe bringeth 
credit, the man with his gloſe winneth ſmal cõmenda- 
tion. It is therefore me thinketh a greater ſhow of a 
pregnant wit, then perfect wiſedome in a thing of ſufs 
ficiẽt excellencie, to vſe ſuperfluous eloquẽce. We cõ⸗ 
monly fe that a black groũd doth beſt beſeeme a white 
counterfeit, And Venus according to the iudgemẽt of 
Mars, was then moſt amiable,when ſhe ſate cloſe by 
Vulcan. If theſe things be true which experience trys 
eth, that a naked tale doth molt truely ſet forth the nay 
ked truth, that wher the coutenance is faire ther neede 
no colours, that painting is meeter for ragged wals the 
fine Marble, that veritie the ſhineth molt bright whe 
ſhe is in leaſt brauery, I ſhal ſatisſie mine own mind, 
though I cinot feede their humors, which greatly ſeke 
after thoſe that ſift the fineſt meale,& beare the whi- 
teſt mouthes. It is a world to ſee how Engliſhmen deg 
fire to heare finer ſpeach then the liguage will allow, 
to eat finer bread then is made of wheat,to weare finer 
cloth then is wrought of Woll. But I let paſſe their 
finenes, which can no way excuſe my folly . 1f your 
Lordſhip ſhal accept my good will which I have al- 
waies deſired, Iwill patiently beare the ili will of the

thoſe whole bellyes ber their Gods, who offer their 
godes as Sacrifice to their guttes : Who fl&pe with 
meate in their mouthes ,. with finne in their hearts, 
and with ſhame in their houſes. Mere, yea, here 
Euphues , mayſt thou ſe, not the carued viſarde of 
alewde woman, but the (nrarnate vyſage of a laſciui⸗ 
ous wantonne: not the ſhaddowe of loue , but the 
ſubſtaunce of luſt . Py hearte melteth in d2oppes of 
bloude fo ſæ a harlot with the ane haude robbe ſo ma⸗ 
ny cofers, and with the other to rippe ſa many coꝛſes. 
Thou art here amiddeft the pykes betwane Scylla 
and Carybdis,ready if thou ſhunne Syrtes, to ſinke ins 
to Semphlagades, Let the Lacedemonian, the Perſian, 
the Parthian, yea the Neapolitan, cauſe the rather to 
deteſt (uch-villany, at the ſight and viewe of their vas 
nitie . Is it not farre better to abhozre ſinnes by the 
remembꝛaunce ot others faultes, then by repentaunce 
of thine owne follpes : Js not he accompted moſt 
wiſe, whome other mennes harmes doe make moſt 
warie : But thou wilt happely ſape, that although 
there be many things in Naples to be iuſtly condemp⸗ 
ned, yet there are ſome things of neceſſitie to bee com- 
mended : and as thy will doth leane vnto the one , ſo 
thy witte woulde alſo embzace the other. Alas Eu- 
phues by how much the moze J lone the high clymb-- 
ing of thy capacitie, by ſo much the moze J feare thy 
fall. The fine Chꝛiſtall is ſoner traſed then the hard 
Marble: the greeneſt Beech , burneth faſter then the 
d2yeſt Dke : the faireſt filke is ſoneſt ſopled ; and the 
ſweeteſt Wine,tourncth to the ſharpeſt Tineger. The 
Peſtilence doth moſt rifeſt infec thecleereſt complecti⸗ 
on: and the Caterpiller cleaueth, vnto * ripeſt 
ruite: 
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conſider with thy ſelfe the great difference betweene 
ſtaring and ſtarke blynde, witte and wifedoms, loue 
and luſt. Be merry,dut with modeſtie:be ſober,but not 
to ſullen : be valyaunt, but not to venterous. Let thy 
att yꝛe bee comely, but not coſtly : the dyet wholeſome, 
but not exceſſiue: vſe paſtime as the wozd impozteth, 
fo paſſe the time in doneſt re crention. Miſtruſt no man 
without cauſe neither be thou credulus without p2ofe ; 
bee not lyght to follow euery mans opinion,noz obſti⸗ 
nate to ſtande in thine owne tonceipt. Serue GOD, 
loue God , feare God, and God will ſo bleſſe thee, as 
epther heart canne wiſh, oz thy friendes deſire : And 
ſo Jende my counſaple, beſeeching ther to beginne to 
follow it. This olde gentleman hauing finiſhed bis diſ⸗ 
courſe; Euphues began to ſhape him an anſwer in this 
ſozt, 

Father and friend ( vour age ſheweth the one,your 
honeſtie the other) J am neither ſo ſuſpitious to mi- 
ſtruſt pour god will, noz ſo ſottiſh tomiflyke pour god 
counſaple,as Jam therſoze to thanks you -foz the firſt, 
ſoit ſtandes me vppon to thinke better on the latter: J 
meane not to cauil with pou as onelouing ®opbiſtric, 
neither to confrowle pou as one haning ſuperioaitie, 
the ons woulde bzing my talke into the ſuſpition of 
fraude, the other conuinte me of folly, 

Whereas you argue J know not vppon what pzoba- 
ul pties, 
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bilyties,but ſure Jam vpon no pzofe,that my bzing- 
ing vp ſhould be a klemmilh to my byzth.J aunſwere 
and (weare to that,you were not therein a little ouer- 
ſhot,epther you gaus to much credite to the repozt of 
others,02 to much liberfte to your owne 
Pou conutnce my parents of pæuiſhneſſe in making me 
a wanton,and me of lewoneſſe in reieding cozredion, 
But ſo many men lo many mindes, that may ſ&me 
in your eve odtous, which in an others eye may be gra- 
cious, Ariltippus a Philoſopher, pet who moze court- 
ly: Diogenes a Philoſopher, yet who moze carterly 2 
Who moze popular then Plato, retayninge alwayes 
god company: Who moze enuious then I'ymon des 
nouncing all humaine ſoctetic? Who ſo ſeuere as the 
Stoy ckes, which lyke ſtocks were moued with no me» 
lody ?: Who ſo ſecure as the Fpicures which wallows 
ed in all kinde of lycentiouſneſſe? Though all men ba 
made of one mettall, yet they be not caſt all in one 
moulde, there is framed of the ſelfe ſame clay as well 
the tile to keepe out water, as the potte to contepne ly- 
tour, the @unne doth harden the durte and melt the 
ware, fire maketh the golde to ſhine and the firawne 
to ſ\mather, Perfumes doth rekreſhe the Done , and 
kill the Betill, s the nature of the man diſpeſeth that 
conſent of the manners, Now whercas yon ſæme 10 
lone my nature, 4 loath mp nurture, pcu bew2ay pour 
owe weaknefſe,in thinking py nature may any wapcs 
be altered by education,and as vou haue enſamples ta 
confirme your pꝛetente, fo J haue moſt enident and 
infallible argumentes to ſerue fo2 my purpoſe . It is 
naturall fo2 the vine to ſpꝛead, the moze you ſake by 
arte to alter it, the mo2e in the ende pou ſhall anoment 
if, It is pꝛoper fo2 the Palme tre to mount, the heamer 
you loade it, the higher it ſpzowteth, Thovah y2on be 
made ſoft with fire, it retcurneth to his hardneſſe: 
C, th: ugh 
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though the Fawlton be reclaymed fo the fil, the rety⸗ 
reth to hir baggarvneſſe:the whelpe of a Paſtife wyll 
neuer be taught to retriue the Partridge: education 
can haue no ſhewe, where the excellencpe of Nature 
doth beare \way. The ſilip Poule will by no manner 
of meanes be tamed : the lubtul Fore map well be 
beaten,but neuer bꝛoken from ſtealing his pzap:1fpou 
pownd Spices they ſmell the ſweeter:feaſon the wode 
neuer ſo well the wine will taſt of the caſke-:-plante 
and tranſlate the crabbe tre,wbere , and whenſoeaer 
it pleaſe you,and it well neuer beare ſweete Apple, 
vnleſſe you graft by Arte which nothind toncheth nas 
ture. 

Infinite and innnmerable were the examples 3 
coulde alledge and declare to confirme the fozce of 
Nature, and confute theſe pour vaine and falſe foz- 
geryes,were not the repeticion of them nedleſſe, ha⸗ 
uing ſhewed fufficient , oz boteleſſe ſeinge thole al- 
leadged wyll not perſwade you. And can pou bee ſo 
bnnaturall, whome dame Nature hath nouryſhed and 
bzought vp ſo many years,to repine as it were againſt 
Nature. 

The ſimilyfude you rehearſe of the ware,argueth 
pour waringe and meltinge bzaine, and your exams 
ple of the botte and harde y2on , ſheweth in you but 
colde and weake diſpoſitton . Doe you not knowe 
that which all men doe affirme and know, that blacke 
will take no other coulour 2 That the ſtone Abeſton 
being once made hot will neuer be made colde? That 
fy2e cannot bee fozced downewarde 2 That Nature 
wyll haue courſe affer kinde:? That cuery thing will 
diſpoſe it ſelle acco2ding to Nature?Can the Aethiope 
chaunge 02 alter his ſkinnc? 02 the Leopard his hicw? 
Is if poſſible to gather Garpes of thoꝛnes, oꝛ figges of 
thiltles,oz to cauſe any thing to ſtrige againl Nature? 

: But 
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But why goe J about to pꝛaiſe Mature, the which as 
yet was neuer any Jmpe fo wicked and barbarons , 
any Turke ſo vyle and bzutiſhe,any beaſt ſo dull and 
ſenceleſſe, that coulde, oꝛ woulde, 02 durſt diſpzayſe oz 
contemne? Doth not Cicero conclude and allowe, that 
if we follow and obey Nature , we ſhall neuer erre? 
Doth not Ariſtotle alledge and conficme,that Nature 
frameth oz maketh nothing in any point rude, vaine oꝛ 


Nature was had inſuch eſtimation and admiraty- 
on among the Veathen people, that ſhe was reputed foꝛ 
the onely Govdeſſe in heauen: If Nature then haue 
largely and bountefully endewed mee wyth bir ayftes, 
why deeme you me ſo vnto ward and araceleſſe?Jf ſhe 
haue dealt hardely wyth me, why extoll pou ſo much 
my by2th-Jf Nature beare no \way,wby vie pou this 
adulation: Af Nature wozke the effect, what boteth a⸗ 
ny education?Jfnature be of ſtrength oz foꝛce, what a⸗ 
uaileth diſcipline oz nurture? It of none, what helpeth 
Nature: But let theſe ſayings paſſe,as known cuidet- 
ly, and graũted to be true, which none can oz may deny 
vnleſſe he be falſe, oz that he be an enimpe fo huma⸗ 
nitye. 

As touching my reſidence r abiding heere in Naples, 
my pouthlpe affedions, my ſpoztes and pleaſures, 
my paſtymes, my common dalpaunce, my delyghtes, 
my reſo2te and companye , which dayly vie to viſite 
me, although to pou they bzade moze ſoꝛrow and care, 
then ſolace and coinfo2t,bicaufe of your crabbed age: 
vet to me they bzing moꝛe comfozt and iope, then care 
and griefe: moze blyſſe then bale , moze happynctic 
the heaumee:bicauſe of my youthful gentlenes, Cither 
pou wold haue all men olde as vou are, oꝛ els you haue 
quite foꝛgotten that von your ſelfe wer roung, os ener 
knew roung dayes:epther in peur youth you wire a 
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very vicious and vagodly man,oz naw being aged be- 
ry ſuperſtitious and devout aboue meaſure, 

Put you no difference betweene the young flouri- 
ching Bape tree, and the olde withered Beach? No 
kinde of diſfintion betwerne the waringe and the 
wayninge of the Mone? And betwerne the ryſings 
and the ſettinge of the Sunne! Doe you meaſure the 
hot aſſaultes of youth,by the colde ſkirmiſhes of age? 
whoſe years are ſubiect to moze infirmitics then our 
youth, We merry, vou melancholy; we zealous in affecs 
tion, vou ielous in all pour doings:you teaſtie without 
cauſe, we haſty foz no quarrell:you carefull, we care⸗ 
leſſe: we bolde,you fearefull:we in all points 
vnto vou, and pc in all pointes vnlike vnto vs. 
SD&inge therefoze wee bee repugnaunt each tothe o⸗ 
ther in Nature, would you haue vs alike in qualities: 
Woulde you haue one potion miniſtred to the bur- 
ninge Feauer, and fo the colve Palſeye? one playſter 
to an olde iNue and a freſh wounde / one ſalue foz all 
ſozes ? one ſauce fo all meates ? No no Eubulus, but 
A will yelde to moze , then epther J am bounde to 
graunte, eyther thou able to pzoue , Wuppoſe that 
which J neuer will beleue,that Naples is a cankred 
ſtoꝛehouſe of all trife,a common ſtewes foz all trum- 
pettes , the ſinke of ſhame, and the verye nurſe of all 
ſinne:ſhall it therefoze follow of neceſſitie,that all that 
are woed of loue ſhoulde be wedded to luſt: will you 
conclude,as it were ex conſequenti, that whoſoeuer 
aryueth beere ſhall bee enticed to follye , and b&inge 
enticed,of foꝛce ſhall be entangled?No,no,it is the dil⸗ 
poſition of the thought that altereth the nature of the 
thing. The Sunne ſhineth vpon the dunghil, and is not 
cozrupted : the Diamonde lyeth in the fire, and is not 
conſumed:the Chꝛiſtall toucheth the Toade, and is not 
poyſoned:the birve Throchiluslyueth by the month of 
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the Crocodile and is not ſpoyled: a perfect wit is ne- 
ner bewitched with leaudeneſſe, neyther entiſed with 
laſciuiouſneſle. 

Js it not common t bat the Yolnie Tree ſpꝛingeth 
amidſt the Beech? That the Jute ſpꝛeadeth vppon the 
bard ſtones: That the ſoft fetherbed bꝛeaketh the hard 
blade? Af Crperience haue not taught pon this, you 
bane liued long & learned lyttle:o2 if your moiſt bzaine 
bane foꝛgot it, vou baue learned much and pzofited no- 
thing. But it map be, that yon meaſure my affcations, 
by your owne fancies, and knowing your ſclfe either 
to ſimple to rayſe the ſiege by policte, oz to weake to 
reſiſt the aſſault by pzoweſle, you deeme me of as little 
wit as pour ſelfe,o2 of leſſe fozce: either of (mall cas 
pacitie,02 of no courage, Jn my indgemet Fubulus,you 
ſhal aſſone catch a Hare with a Taber, as vou ſhal per- 
ſwade youth with your aged ? onerwozne cloquence,to 
ſuch ſeueritie of life, which as yet ther was nener Sto⸗ 
ycke ſo ſtrict,noz leſuite ſo ſuperſticious,neyther Vos 
tary ſo deuout,but would rather alow it in wozds,then 
follow it in wozkes:rather talke of it then trie it.Nei- 
ther were peu ſuch a Saint in your pouth, that aban- 
doning all plcaſures, all paſtimes and delyghtes, you 
would chuſe rather to ſacrifice the firſt fruites of pour 
lyfe to vayne holpneſſc,then to youthly affections, But 
as to the ſtomacke quatted with dainties, all delpcates 
ſeeme queaſte, and as he that (urfetteth with wine v⸗ 
ſeth after ward to allay with water: So theſe elde hud⸗ 
dles hauing ouercharged their gozges with fancie, ac⸗ 
compt all honeſt recreation mere folly,and hauing ta⸗ 
ken a ſurket of delight, ſerme now fo ſaucur it with de⸗ 
ſpight. Sceing therefoze it is labeur loft fo me to per- 
{wade pou, and winde vainelp waſted foz pou to exbozt 
me, herre J found pou and here J leane you, hauing 
neither bought nc2 ſolve with ren, but chaunged ware 
Cui. fo2

fo: war?:if you haue taken little pleaſure in my reply, 
ſure J am Þ by your counſel, J haue reaped leſle pꝛo⸗ 
fite, They that vſe to ſteale Bonny, burne Vemlocke 
toſmoake the Wees from their hiues, and it may ber, 
that to get ſome aduauntage of me,you haue vſed theſe 
ſmoakic arguments, thinking thereby to ſmother mer 
with the conceipt of ſtrong imagination. But as the 
Camelion though he haue moſt guttes dzaweth leaſt 
b:eath , o2 as the Elder fre though her bee fulleſt of 
pith,is fartheſt from ſtrength : ſo though your reaſcns 
ſeme inwardly to pour ſelf ſomewhat ſubſtancial, and 
your perſwaſtons pithie in pour owne conceipt, pet 
beeing wel waped without they be ſhadowes without 
ſubſtaunce , and weake without foꝛce. The Birde 
Taurus, hath a great voyce but a ſmal body, the thun- 
der a great clap pet but a little tone : the.emptie veſ- 
ſell giueth a greater ſownde then the full barrell. J 
meane not to apply it, but loke into your ſelfe and pou 
ſhall certeinelp finde it, and thus J lcave you ſerking 
it, but were it not that my company tay my conming, 
J would ſurely belpe you to loke it, but J am called 
hence by my acquatntaunce. 

Euphues ſhauing thus ended his falke,departed lea⸗ 
ning this olde gentleman in a great quandarie : who 
perceiuing that he was moze enclyned to wantonnes 
then fo wiſedome, with a dape ſigh the teares trickling 
downe his chekes, ſayd: Seeing theu wilt not bupe 
connſell at tbe firit hande gov cheape, thou ſhalt buye 
repentaunce at the ſecond hand, at ſuch an vnreaſo⸗ 
nable rate, that thou wilt curiſe thy hard penywozth, 
and ban thy harde heart, Ah tuphues lyttle doſt then 
know that if thy wealth waſt, thy witte will giue but 
ſmal warmth,and if thy wit encline to wilfulnes,that 
thy wealth will doe thee no great god. If the one had 
bene emploied to thzict, the ether to learning, it had ben 
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harde fo coniecture, whether thou ſhouldeſt haue bene 
moze foztunate by riches oz happie by wiſdome, whe⸗ 
ther moze eſteemed in the common weale fo2 wealth 
to mainteine warre, oz foz counſell to conclude peace. 
But alas why. doe J pitie that in the, which thou ſ&- 
melt to pꝛaiſe in thy ſelfe. And ſo ſaping, he immediate⸗ 
ly went to bis own houſe heanily bewayling the poũg 
mans vnhappineſle, 

Beere ye may behold Gentlemen, how le wdly wit 
ſtandeth in his owne light, howe he deemeth no penny 
god ſiluer but his owne, pꝛeferring the bloſſeme befoze 
the fruite,the budde befoze the flower, the greene blade 
befoze the ripe eare of Cozne, his owne witte befoze 
all mens wiſedomes, Neyther is that graſon, ſeeing foꝛ 
the moſt part it is pꝛoper to all thoſe of ch arpe capaci⸗ 
tie, to eſteeme of themſelues as moſt pꝛoper: if one be 
hard in conce iuing, they pzoncunce him adowlte , if 
giuen to ſtudie they pzoclaime him a dunce: if merry, 
a teſter : if ſad, a Saint: if full of wozds,a ſot;if with⸗ 
out ſpeach, a Cipher, It one argue with them boldlp, 
then is he impudent, if coldly an innocent: Af there 
be reaſoning of diuinitie, the crye, Quz ſupra nos nis 
hil ad nos: If of humanitie , Sententias loquitur cars 
nifex. 

Þeercoff commeth luch great familyaritie between 
the rypeſt wittes, when they hail ſe the diſpoſition 
the one of the other , the Sympathia of affections and 
as it were but a paire of ſheres to goe betweene their 
natures, one flattereth an other in his owne folly,and 
layeth cuſhions vnder the elbow of his fellow when 
be ſeth him take a nappe with fancie,and as their wit 
wꝛeſteth them to vice, ſo it fozceth them ſome feat ex⸗ 
cuſe fo cloake their vanitie. 

To much Tudie doth intoricate their bꝛaines, foz(ſap 
they) although pꝛon the moze it is vled the b2ighter 
it 
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it is, yet ſiluer with much wearing doth waſt to no- 
thing: though the Cammocke the moze it is bowed 
the better it ſerueth,yet the bow the moze it is bent 4 
occupied, the weaker it wareth:though the Camomill 
themoꝛe it is troden and pzeſſed downe , the moze it 
ſpꝛeadeth, yet the Violet the oftner it is handled and 
touched, the ſoner it withereth and decapeth. Beſides 
this, a fine witte, a ſharpe ſence , a quicke vnderſtan- 
ding is able to atteine tomoze in a moment oz a very 
little ſpace, then a dull and blockiſh head in a month, 
The ſithe cutteth farre better and ſmoother then the 
ſawe, the ware peldeth better and ſoner to the ſeale , 
then the ſteele to the ſtampe: the ſmoth and playne 
Beech is eaſier to be carued then the knottie Bore, 
Foz neither is there any thing , but that hath his 
contraries. Much is the Nature of theſe nouiſes, that 
thinke to haue learning without labour, and treaſure 
without trauaple : either not vnderſtanding oz els not 
remembzing , that the fineſt edge is made with the 
blunt whetſtone:and the faireſt Jewell faſhioned with 
the hard hammer. J goe not about(Gentlemen) to in- 
neigh againft wit, foz then J wer witlefſe but frankely 
to confeſſe mine obone little wit. J haue euer thought 
ſo ſuperſticiouſiy of wit, that 4 feare J haue commit⸗ 
ted Jdolatrie againſt wiſcdome , and if Nature had 
dealte ſo beneficially with me to haue giuen me any 
wit, J ſhould haze bene readyer in the defence of it 
to haue made an Apologie, then any wap to tourne to 
Apoſtacie. But this J note, that foz the mc ſt parle 
they ſtande ſo on their pantuffles, that they be ſecure 
of perills, abſtinate in their own opinions, impatient of 
labour, apte to cõceiue wong, credulous to beleue the 
woꝛſt, redy to ſhake off their olde acquaintaunce with⸗ 
cut cauſe, and to condempne them without conlour : 
All which bumazs ace by ſo much the meze caſter ta 
| be 
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be pur ged. by how much the lefſe they haue feſtred the 
firewes, But retofirne we againe to buphues. 
Euphues hauintz ſotourned by the ſpace of two mo⸗ 
nethes in Naples, whether he were moued by the cout⸗ 
teſte of ayoung'gentteman named Philautus,oz infoz⸗ 
ced by deſtany: whether his pꝛegnant wyt, oꝛ his pleas 
ſant conceits wzonght the greater liking in the minde 
of Euphues,J know not foz' corteintic: But Euphues 
ſhewed ſnch entyꝛe lone towards him, that be ſemed 
to make [hall accompt of any others, determining to 
enter into ſuch an inuiolable league of friendſhip with 
him, as neither time by peectmeale ſhould empaire,nets 
ther fancie vtterly diſſolue, noꝛ any ſuſpition infringe, 
J haue read (ſapth he)s well J belaue it, that a friend 
is in pꝛoſperitie a pleaſure, aſclace in aduerſitie, in 
griefe a comtoꝛt, in iop a merry companion, at al times 
an other J, in all places the expꝛeſſe Image of myne 
owne perſon: inſomuch that J cannot tel whether the 
immoztall Gods hane beſtowed any gift vpon moztall 
men, either moꝛe noble, ꝛ mo2e neceſſary then friends 
ſhip. Is there any thing in the world to be reputed (J 
wilt not ſay compared) to frucndſhip:Can ang treature 


in this tranũtoꝛp pilgrimage be of mozo vale w then a 


kriend: in woſe boſome thou maiſt leepe ſecure with⸗ 
out feare, whom thou maiſt make partner of all thy ſe⸗ 
crets without ſuſpition of fraude, t pertaker of all thy 
miſfoztane without miſtruſt of flcting , who will ac⸗ 
copt thy bale his bane, thy miſhap his miſery,the pꝛick⸗ 
ing of thy finger the percing of his heart. But whether 
am I caryed?Yane J not alſo learned p one ſhould cafe 
a buſhel of ſalt with him whom he meaneth to make 
his fricnd:that trpal maketh truſt-that ther is falſhod 
in felowſhip? 4 what then? Doth not the.ſimpathy of 
manners make the contunction of mindes? Is it not a 
by wozd lrxke wyll to the: Not (6 tũmon as comments 
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dable it is, to ſie ponng Gentlemen choſe them fuche 
friendes with whome they may ſeeme being abſent to 
be pꝛelent, being a ſunder to beconuerſant, being dead 
to ve aline . J will thercfoze haue Philautus fog my 
ph&re, and by. ſo much the mo2e J make my ſelfe ſure 
to haue Philautus, by how much the moze J view in 
bim the liuely Image of Euphues. 

+ Although there be none ſo ignozaunt that doth not 
know, neither any ſo impudent that will not confeſſe, 
friendſhip to be the tewell of humaine joye: yet whoſo- 
euer ſhall ſx this amitie grounded vpon a little affecti- 
on, will ſone coniecure that it ſhall be diſſolued vpon 
a light occaſion:as in the ſequele of Euphues and Phi- 
lautus pou (hall ſ&, whoſe hot lone waxed ſone colde, 
Foz as the beſt Wine doth make the ſharpeſt vineger, 
ſo the derpeſt loue turneth to the deadlyeft hate, Who 


' deſerued the moſt blame in mine opinion, it is doubtful 


and ſo difficult, that J dare not pꝛeſume to gine verdit. 
Foz lone being the cauſe foꝛ which ſo manymiſchiefes 
haue bene attempted, J am not pet perſwaded, whether 
of them was moſt to be blamed,but certeinely neither 
of them was blameleſle , J appeale to your iudgement 
Gentlemen , not that J thinke any of pou of the lpke 
diſpoſition, able to decide the queſtton,but being of der⸗ 
per diſcretion then J am, are moꝛe fit to debate the quar 
rell. Though the diſcourſe of their friendſhip and fal- 
ling out beſomwhat long, yet being ſomwhat ftrange, 
I hope the delightfulneſſe of the one wil attenuate the 
tediouſneſſe of the other. 

Euphues had continual acceſſe to the place of Phi- 
lautus and no little familiaruie with him, and finding 
him at conuenient leaſure, in theſe ſhoꝛt termes bnfol- 
ded his minde vnto hun. 

Gentleman and friend the tryall J haue had of thy

But Lucilla who now began to fry 
in the flames of loue, all the company being depar⸗ 
ted to they? lodginges, entered info-theſe termes and 
contrarpeties. |

ed?what a doubtful fight doſt thou feele betwixt fayth 
and fancyzhope # feare? conſcience and toncupiſcence:

pꝛint be in the ſeale, and ſheweth no other impꝛeſſion, 
ſo the tender babe being ſealed with his fatbers gifts, 
repꝛeſenteth his Image moſt lively, But were J once 
certeine of Euphues god will, J would not ſo ſuper- 
ſticiouflp accompt of my fathers ill will. Time hath 
weaned me from my mothers teat, and age ridde me 
from my fathers cozrecion, when childꝛen are in their 
{\wathe clcutcs,then are they ſubiect to the whippe,and 
cught to be carcfull of the rigour of their parents, 

us foꝛ me, ſa ing J am not fedde With their pap, J am 
not to be ledde by their perſwaſicns, Let my father tſe 
what ſpeaches he lyſt, J will ſollow unne owne luſt, 
Luſt Lucilla what ſapeſt thcu: No, no mine obne [cue 
X ſhould haue ſapd, foz J am as karre from luſt, as { 
am from reaſcn,and as nere to loue as J am to folly, 
Then icke ts thy determination, and ſhe w thy ſelke, 
what leue can dee, What leue dares doe, what one 
hath dome. Albeit J can no way quench the coalcs vi 
dete with fo:getfuinefle, pet will J rake them vp tt 
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the aſhes ol modeſlie: Steing J dare not dilcouer 
my loue fo2 maidenly ſhamefaſtneſſe , J will diſſem⸗ 
ble it till time J haue oppoztunitie .- And J hope 
ſo to behaue my lelfe, as Euphues hall thinke me his 
owne, and Philautus perſwade himſelf J am none but 
his, But J would to God Fuplues would repaire he- 
ther that the ſight of him might mitigate ſome part of 
my martirdome.

that which in deede was true, that Philautus was coz, 
riuall with him and cokemate with Lucilla. Amiddeſt 
therfoze theſe his extremities, between hope and feare, 
he vttered theſe oz the lpke ſpeaches, 


What is he Euphues that knowing thy witte, and 


ſceing thy folly,but wil rather puniſh thy leaudeneſſe, 
then pittie thy heauineſe? Was ther euer any ſo fic⸗ 
kle ſo ſane to be allured ? any euer ſo faithleſſe to des 
ceiue bis friend? euer any ſo foliſh to bathe .bimſelfe 
in his owne milfoꝛtune? To true it is, that as the ſea 
Crab ſwimmeth alwapes againft the ſtreame, ſo wit 
alwayes ſtriueth agapnſt wiſedome ! And as the Ber 
is oftentimes hurt with hir owne Monnp, ſo is witte 
not ſeldome plagued wth his owne conceipt. 

O pe Gods, haue ye o2deined fo2 euerp maladpe a 
mediciene,fo2 enery ſoze a ſalue,fo2 euerypaine a plai⸗ 
ſter, leauing onely loue remedileſſe? Did ye deeme no 
man ſo mad to be entangled with deſire,o2 thought ye 
them wozthie to be tozmented that were ſo miſledde? 
haue pe dealt moze fanourably with b2ute beaſtes, 
then with reoſonable creatures, 

The flthy How when ſhe is licke , cateth the Sea 
Crab,

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Trab, and is immediatly recured:the Tozteyſe hauing 
taſted the Uiper, ſuck eth Origanum and is quickely re⸗ 
uued: the Beare ready to pine, lycketlf vp the Ants, 
and is recouercd: the Dog hauing ſurfetted to pꝛo⸗ 
cure his vom tte eateth graſſe and findeth remedy: che 
Mart being pearced with the dart, runneth out of hand 
to the hearbe Dictanum, and is healed. And can men by 
no hear be, by no art, by no way, pꝛocure a remedie foz 
the impatient diſeaſe of loue-Ah well J percepue that 
Loue is not vnipke the Figge tree, whole fruite is 
ſwete, whoſe rote is moze bitter then the clawe of a 
Bitter 02 lyke the Apple in Perſia, whoſe bloſſome ſas 
— lyke Yonny , whoſe budde is moze lower then 
all, | 
But O impietie. O bzoade blaſphemie againſt the 
beauens, Wilt thou be ſo impudent Fuphues,fo accuſe 
the Gods of imquitie? No fonde fole, no. Neither is 
it foꝛbidden vs by the Gods to loue, by whoſe dinine 
pꝛouidence we are permitted to lyue : nepther do wee 
want remedyes to recure our maladycs, but reaſon to 
bſe the meanes. But why goe J about to hinder the 
courſe of fone, with the diſcourſe of law: haſt thou not

A, but Euphues, hath ſhe not beard alſo that the dꝛy 
touchewode is kindled with lyme ? that the greateſt 
Puſhzompe groweth in one nigbt⸗that the fire quick⸗ 
ly burneth the flare ? that lone eaſily entereth info the 
ſharps wit without reſiſtaunce,and is harbonred there 
without repentaunce. 

If therefoze the Gods haue endewed hir with as 
much bount pe as beanfie, if ſhe haue no leſſe witte 
then ſhe hath tomelpneſſe: certes he wyll neytber 
concetue ſinifterly of my ſodepne ſute,neithcr be cope 
to receyue me into hir ſeruice, neyther ſuſpect me of 
lyghtneſſe in yelding ſo lyghily, neyther reic> me dil⸗ 
dapne fullp, fo: louing ſo haſtely? Shall J net then ha⸗ 
zarde my life to obteine my lour : and deceine Philau- 
tus to receiue Luci)la? Pes Fuphues, where leue bea⸗ 
reth (way,friendſhyp can haue no ſhew : As Philau- 
tus bzought me foꝛ his ſhadow the laſt ſupper, ſo will 
J vſe him foz my ſhadow till I haue gained his Waint. 
And canſt thou wzetch be falſe to him that is faythful 
to thee 2 Shall his cutteſte be canſe of thy trueltyc: 
Wik thou violate the league of fayth, to enherite the 
lande of folly?

Well, well.ſeing the wound that bleedeth inwardly 
is moſt dauugerous, that the fyze kept cloſo burneth 
molt furious, that ; Duen dammed vp,baketh'foneſt, 
that ſozes hauing no vent feſter ſecretiy,it is bygbe 
tyme to vnfolde my ſecret loue to my ſecret friend, 
Let Philautus behaue himſelf neuer ſo craftely;he ſhal 
know that it muſt be a wyly Pouſe that ſhall bꝛerde 
in the Cats eare:and bicauſe J reſemble him in wit, \ 
meane a little to diſſemble with him in wyles, But O 
my Lucilla, if thy heart ve made of that ſtone which 
may be molliſied onely wyth bloud; would J bad ſipped 
of that ryuer in Caria, which turneth thoſe that drink 
of it to ſtones. If thyne cares he anoynted wpth'the 
ople of Syria that bereaueth hearing, would mine eyes 
had bene rubbed W the ſirop of the Cedar trer, which 
taketh away ſight. 

It Lucilla be fo pꝛoude to diſdapne poze Fuphacs, 
would Fuphues were fo happpye to denpe Lucilla, oz 
if. Lucilla be ſo moztyfied to lyue wyt heut ſoue, would 
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my colde welcome fozetelleth iny colde ſuite, I but 
hir pꝛiuie glaunces ſignifle ſome god Fo2tune . Fye 
fonde fole Fuphues,why goeſt thou about to alleadge 
thoſe thinges to cutte of thy hope which dhe perhaps 
woulde neuer haue founde , oz to comfozt thy ſelfe 
with thoſe reaſons which hs neuer niedneth to pꝛo⸗ 
poſe: Tulh it were no lone if it were certeyne, and 
a ſmall conqueſt it is to ouerthzowe thoſe that nes 
ner reſiſteth. 

Jn battayles there ought fo bee a doubttull fight, 
and a deſperate ende, in pleadinge a difkpculte ente⸗ 
raunce, and a defuſed determination, in loue a lyfe 
wythout hope, and a death wythout feure. Fyꝛe com⸗ 
meth out of the hardeſt flynte wyth the ſtale, Dyle 
out of the dꝛyeſt Jeate by the fy2e, lone out of the Co- 
niet hearte by fayth, by truſt,by tyme , -Yadbe 'Tar- 
y_ vſed'hys loue wyth coulours of confinuaunce, 

ucretia woulde eyther wyth fome pitpe haue aun⸗ 
ſwered his deſpꝛe, oz wyth ſome perſwaſitn haus 
ſtaped hir death. It was the heate of hys luſt, that 
made hir haſt to ende hir lyſe, Wherekoꝛe lene in 
nepther reſpects is to ber condempucde , bit hat of 
raſhneſſe to attempte a Ledye fürpouflp, and -thee 
of rygoz to puniſhe his ſollye in hir ovine ficthe, a 
ſact (in myne opinion) moꝛe wozthy the name of 
crueltye then chaſtitie, und fitter foꝛ a Ponſter in the 
deſartes , then a Patrone of Rome.

If there be any thing Þ either by my friends 
map be pꝛocured, oʒ by my life atteined,that map either 
beale the in part oz helpe thee in all, J pꝛoteſt᷑ to thes 
by the name of a friend, that it ſhall rather be gotten 
with the loſſe of my body, then loſt by getting a king- 
dome. Thou haſt tried me therefoze truſt me:thou haſt 
truſted me in many things,therfoze try me in this one 
thing. A neuer pet failed, and now J wil not fainte. Be 
bolve to ſpeake 4 bluſh not:thy ſoze is not ſo angry but 
I can ſalue it, the wound not ſo deepe but J can ſearch 
it, thy griefe not ſo great but J can eaſe it. It it be ripe 
it ſhalbe lawnced, if it be bzoken it ſhalbe tainted, be it 
neuer ſo deſperate it ſhalbe cured.Riſe therefoze Eu- 
phues, and take heart at graſſe, younger thou ſhalt ne- 
uer be: plutke vp thy ſtomacke , ik lone it ſelfe haue 
ffouna thee,it ſhal not ſtifle thee, Though thou be ena⸗ 
moured of {ome Lady, thou ſhalt not be enchaunted.

ſie:neither can ther be vnder'ſo delpcate a heew lodged 
decaite, neither in ſo beautifull a mould a malycious 
minde: True it is that'tye diſpoſition of the minde, ſo⸗ 
loweth the campoſitien of the body:how then can hee 
be in minde anyway imperfect, who in body is perfeit 
euery wap, I know my ſutteſſe wil be god, but J Know 
not howto haue acces to m goddes:neither do J went 
courage fa viſcouer my loue to my friend, but ſome co⸗ 
lou? to cleate my comming to the houſe of Ferardo : 
loz if:they be in Naples as iealous as they bee in the 
ochet parts of JItaly,themit:bebsueth me to walke cir⸗ 
cumſpectip, and to foꝛge ſome cauſe foꝛ inine ofit com⸗ 
ming. Jf/therefoze Philautus , thou canft ſet but this 
kether to mine arrow, thau ſhalt ſe me ſhote ſo-ne&re 
that thou wilt accompt me fo2 a tũning Archer. And ve 
rily if I had not loucd thee well would haue ſwal- 
loud mine own (o2row an ſlence knowing p in loue 
nothing is ſo dafigerous as to participate p meanes 
thereoff to an other, ⁊ that two may kepe rounſatle if 
one be away. A am therefoze enfoꝛced perfoꝛce, to chal⸗ 
lenge that curteſie at thy hands, which earſt thou didſt 
pꝛomiſe with thy heart , the perſcurniannce wWhereeff 
ſhall binde me fo Plulautus aud p2oue the faithful 
to Euphues. Now if thy cunning be anſwerable to thy 
cod will, pꝛadiſe ſome pleaſant cdceipt vpon thy pw2e 
patift. One dꝛam of Ouids art, ſome of Pibullis dꝛugs, 
one of Propertius pilles, which may cauſe me either fo 
urge my new diſeaſc, oz reccuct iup hoped desire. ur

A fexre mie wher fo ſtrange a ſickenes is to be retured 
of ſq vnſkilfull a Phiſition, that cither thou wilt be to 
bold to pzaciſe,oz my body to weake to purge. But ſ&- 
ing a deſperate diſeaſe is to be cõmitted to a deſperate 
Doctoꝛ, J wil follow thy counſel, and become thy cure, 
deſiring ther to be as wiſe in miniſtring thy Phiſicke, 
as J haue bene willyng to putte my lyfe into thy 
handes. a 

Philautus thinking al to be golde that gliſtered, and 
all to be Goſpel that Euphues vtterev, aunſwered his 
fozgedgloaſe, with this friendly cloaſe. 

In that thou haſt made ine pꝛiuie to thy purpole, 1 
wil not cocele my pzactiſe:in that thou craueſt my aide, 
allure thy ſelfe J will bee the finger next thy thombe, 
inſomuch as thou ſhalt neuer repent ther of Þ one 02 
the other, faz perſwade thy ſelfe that thou ſhalt finde 
Philoutus during life ready, to comfozt thee in thy miſ⸗ 
foztunes and! ſuccour the in thy! necellitie. Cones 
cerning Liuia though the be faire, pet is ſhe not ſo a⸗ 
miable as my Lucilla , whoſe ſeruaunt J haue bene 
the tearme or th2& yeres:but leaſt compariſons ſhould 
ſeeme odious, chiefely where both the parties be with⸗ 
out compariſen,J. will omitte that,anvſeing that wee 
had both-rather be talking with them then tatlyng of 
them, wer will. immediatelp goo to them. And truly 
Euphues,J am not a lyttle glad, that J ſhall haue thee 
not anly a comtoꝛt in my lyfe,but alſo a companion in 
my loue: as thou haſt ben wiſe in thy choꝛte, lo J hope 
thou halt he toztunate iu thy chotice. L iuia ig a wench 
of moze wit then beautie, Lucilla of moe beautic then 
wit, both of moꝛe heneſtie thet thoncur,and pet both of 
ſuch honour, as in all Naples there is not one in birth 
to be compared with atty of them bo th. Vow much 
thcrefoze haue wer ta rcloyte in our chtyce. Tenchs 
ing cur aſceſte be thou ſecuce, J will dappe Ferardo 
in 
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in the mouth with ſome conceit,and fill his olde heave 
ſo full ot new fables,that thou ſhait rather be earneſt⸗ 
ly entreated to repaire to his houſe, then euill entrea- 
ted to leaue it. As olde men are very ſuſpicious to mi⸗ 
truſt euerp thing, ſo are they very credulous to be- 
lene any thing: the blynde man doth.cate many a 
Flye, yea but ſayd buphues, take hede my Philautus 
that thou thy (elf (wallow not a Gudgen, which wozd 
Philautus did not inark, vntil he had almoſt digeſted it. 
But ſaid Fupliues let vs go denoutly to ̊ ſhine of our 
Saints, there to offer our denotion,foz my bokes teach 
me, that ſuch a woũd muſt be healed wher it was firft 
hurt, and fo2 this diſeaſe, we will vle a common reme- 
die, but yet comfoztable, The eye that blynded thee , 
ſhall make the ſ&, the Scoꝛzpion that ſtung the, ſhall 
heale the, a ſharpe, ſoze hath a ſhozt cure, let vs goe: 
to the which Euphuecs: conſented willyngly,ſmilyng fo 
bimſelfe,to ſ how her had bzought Philautus into a 
fales Paradiſe, 

Meere you may ſx Gentlemen, the falſchod in fe- 
lowſhip,the fraude in friendſhippe, the paynted ſheath 
with the lcaden dagger, the faire wozdes that make 
foles faine : but J wil not trouble you w ſaperfluous 
addition, vnto whom J fcare mee J haue bene tedious 
with the bare diſcourſe of this rude hiſtozie. 

Philautus and Fuphues repaired fo the heuſe of Fe- 
rardo, where they founde Piftres Lucilla and Liuia, 
accompanied with other Gentlewomen , neyther ba , 
ing idle, noz wel employed, but playing at cardes , 
But when Lucilla bcheloe Fuphues ſhe coulde ſcarcely 
conteine hir ſelfe from embzacing hun, had not womã⸗ 
la ſhamefaſtnes and Philautus his pꝛeſence, ſtaped hir 
wiſedome. 

Euphues on the other ſide was fallen into ſuch a 
traumce, that be had not the power either to ſuccoꝛ hin 
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ſelfe,o2 ſalute the gentlewomen.Af the laſt Lucilla be⸗ 
gan as one that beſt might be bolde, on this manner, 
Gentlemen,although your long abſence gaue me 
occaſion to thinke that you diflpked your late enfertein- 
ment, vet your comming at the laſt, hath cut off my fozs 
mer ſuſpition : And by ſo much the moze you are wel⸗ 
come, by how much the moze you were wiſhed foz. 
But you Gentleman (taking Euphues by the bande) 
were the rather wiſhed foz,fo2 that your diſcourſe be⸗ 
ing left vnperfect,cauſed vs all to longe (as woemen 
are wont foz thinges that lyke them)to haue an ends 
— Unto whome Philautus replyed as fol⸗ 
Piltres Lucilla , though your curfeſie made vs 
nothing to doubt of our welcome, yet modeſtye cau⸗ 
ſed vs to pinch curteſie, who ſhould firſt come: as foz 
my friende, J thinke he was neuer wyſhed foz here 
ſo earneſtly of any as of himſelfe , whether it myght 
be to renewe his talke oz to recant his ſayings, can⸗ 
not tell , Euphucs takinge the tale out of Philautus 
. Miſtres Lucilla, to recant veritics 
were hereſie, and renewe the pꝛapſes of women flat⸗ 
tery : the onely cauſe J wyſhed my ſelfe here, was to 
giue thankes fo2:ſo god entertainment the which J 
could no wayes deſerue,x to bꝛede a greater acqain- 
taunce if it myght be to make amendes , Lucilla in- 
flamed w his pzeſence,ſayd,nay Euphues you ſhal not 
eſcape ſo,fo2 if my curteſie,as pou (ay, were p cauſe of 
your coming\let it alſo be þ occaſion of p ending your 
fozmer diſcourſe,otherwiſe J ſhall thinke your pꝛwie 
naked, and you ſhall finde my rewarde nothinge, Eu⸗ 
phues now as willing to obey as.ſhee to commaunde, 
addzeſſed himſelfe to a farther concluſtion, who ſ&ing 
all the gentle woman ready to giue him the hearinge , 
pꝛocceded as followeth, A 
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1 haue not yet fo:gotten 5 my laſt talke with theſe 
gentlewomen, tended to theyz pzayſes, and therpfoze 
the ende muſt tye vp the iuſt pꝛwfe, otherwiſe J ſhould 
ſet downe Venus ſhadow without the liuely ſubltance. 

As there is no one thing 'whtch can be reckened ei⸗ 
ther concerning loue oz lopalty wherein women po not 
ercell men, yet in fernencye aboue all others, they (6 
farte erceede,thatmen are ipker to mernaile'at them, 
then fo imitate top readter tolaugh at their ver- 
kaes then emulate them, Foz as they be harde to be 
wonne without tryall of great fapth, ſd are theyhard 
to ve loſt without great tauſe of fickleneſſe. It is long 
befoze the colde water ſceth, vet being once hot, it is 
longe befoꝛe it bee cwled, it is long befoze ſalt tome 
to his ſaltneſſe, but being once ſeaſoned, it neuer las 
ſeth his ſauour. 3 

J foz mine owne part am bꝛought into a-Paradife 
by the onely imagination of woemens vertues, and 
were J perſwaded that all the Dinells itt hell were 
woemen, 3 woulde neuer line denontly to ite 
heauen, oꝛ Þ they were al Saintes in heauen, J would 
line moze ffricktly foz feare of hell. What could As 
dam haue done in his Paradiſe befoze his fall wyth- 
out a woeman, oꝛ howe wonld he haue ryſe agapne 
aſter his fall wpth a woeman - Arttficers are wont 
in they: laſt woꝛkes to ercell themſelues, pea, God 
when her had made all thinges at the laſt, made man 
as moſ perłect, thinking nothing could be framed moze 
excellent, pet after him he created a woeman,the er⸗ 
pꝛetſe Image of eternitye, the Ipnely picture of Nas 
turc, he onely ſtecle glaſſe foz man to beholde hys 
inſir wties by comparinge them wyth woemens per⸗ 
fr .o118. Are they not moze gentle, moze wittie moze 
beautifull then men? Are not men ſo bewetched 
wyty therz gualytres that they become madde (oz 
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laue, and woemen ſo wyſe that they deteſt (nit. 

Jam entered into ſo large a fielde, that J ſhall 
ſoner want time then pzofe , and ſo clope you wyth 
varietie of pzayſes, that J feare me am lyke to ins 
fect women wyth pꝛide whiche yet they haue not, and 
men. wyth lpyte- whiche yet J woulde not. Foz as 
the hozſe if he knew his owne ſtrength were no wapes 
to be bzideled, oz the Unicozne his owne vertue, 
were neuer to be caught, ſo woemen if they knewe 
what ercellency were in them, J feare me men ſhould 
neuer winne them to their wills, oz we ane them from 
their minde. 

Lucilla beganne to ſmyle, ſaping, in fayth Fuphus 
es J woulde haue you ſtape there, foz as the Dunne 
when hee is at the higheſt beginneth to goe downe, 
ſo when the pzayſes of women are at the beſt,if you 
leaue not, they wyll beginne to faple, but Euphues 
(beinge rapt wyth the ſight of his Saint) aunſwered, 
no no Lucilla ; But whileſt he was pet ſpeakinge, 
Ferardo entered, whome they all duetefully welcom⸗ 
med home, who rounding Philaurus in the cars, de- 
ſired hym to accompanye hym immediatlpe wythout 
farther pauſinge, pꝛoteſting it ſhonlde be, as well 
fo2 hys pzeferment as fo2 bys owne p2ofite, Philaus 
tus conſentinge , Ferardo ſapde undo hrs daugb⸗ 
ter. 

Lucilla, the vigent affarzes J haue in hand, will 
ſcarce ſuffer me to tarry with peu one houre, yet my 
rctourne J hope will bee ſo ſhoꝛt, that my abſence thal 
not bꝛeede thy loꝛrowe:in the meane ſeaſon J commit 
all things into thy cuſtody, wiſhing thee fo vie thy ac- 
cuſtomable curteſie. and ſeeing J muſt take Piilauc:; 
with mee, 4 will be ſo bolde to crave yon Oentien n 
(his friende to ſupply his rome, deſiring you to ade 
this haſtye warning foz a hartye weltome, en d 
Ol ij. ſperde 
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ſpend this time of mine abſence in honelt myzth. And 
thus J leaue vou. 

Philautus knewe well the cauſe of this ſodepne 
departure, which was to rederme certeine landes that 
were moꝛgaged in his Fathers time, to the vſe of Fe. 
rardo, who on that condition had befo2e time pꝛomiſed 
him his daughter in mariage,2But returne we to Eu⸗ 


ne?, 

Euphues was ſurpꝛiſed with ſuch increadible joye 
at this ſtraunge euent,that he had almoſt ſounded, foz 
ſ&ing his coziuall to be departed, and Ferardo fo giue 
him ſo friendly entertapnment, doubted not in time to 
get the god wil ol Lucilla: Whom finding in plate con- 
uement without companp, with a bold courage g come- 
ly geſture, he began to aſſay hir in this ſozt. 

Gentlewoman,my acquaintaunce being ſo lyttle, 3 
am afrayd my credite wyll be leſſe,fo2 that they com⸗ 
monly are ſoneft bel&eued, that are beft-beloned, and 
they lyked beſt whom we haue knowen longeft, neuer⸗ 
theleſſe the noble minde ſuſpecteth no guple without 
cauſe,neither condemneth any wight withont pꝛofe: 
hauing therefoze notiſe of your heroycall heart,J am 
the better perſwaded of my god hap, So it is Lucilla, 
that coming to Naples but to fetch fire, as the by woꝛd 
is, not to make my place of abode, J haue founde ſuch 
lime s that J can neither quench them with the water 
of free vill, neither cole them with wiſdome. Foz 
as the Hoppe, the poale being neuer ſo hype, groweth 
to the ende, oz as the dꝛye Beech kindled at the rote, 
neuer teaueth vntill if come fo the toppe: oz as one 
dꝛoppe of poplon diſperſeth it ſelfe into euerp vayne, 
ſo affection hauing caught holde of my heart, and the 
ſparkles of loue kindled my Lyuer, wyll ſodepnely, 
though ſecretly , flame vp into my heade , and ſpꝛead 
it lelte into euerꝝ ſine we, It is your beaut ie pardon 
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my abzupte boldeneſſe ) Lady, that hath taken enery 
parte of mee pꝛiſoner and b2ought mee vnto this deepe 
diſtreſſe, but ſeeing women when one pꝛayſeth them 
foz their deſerts , deeme that he flattereth them to obs 
teine bis deſire, J am beere p2eſent to yelde my ſelfe 
to ſuch triall, as your courteſte in this behalfe ſhal res 
quire . Pet will you commonly obtect this to ſuch as 
ſerue you and ſterne to winne your god will, that bot 
loue is ſone colde; that the Bauin though it burne 
bꝛight, is but a blaze: that ſcalding water if it ſtande a 
while tourneth almoſt fo yce : that Pepper though if 
be ho? in the mouth, is colde in the Paw:that the faith 
of men, though it fry in their woꝛds, it freeſeth in their 
wozkes: Which things (Lucilla) albeit they be ſuffi- 
ent to repꝛoue the lyghtneſſe of ſome one, pet can they 
not conuince euery one of lewdnes:neither ought the 
tonſtancie of al, to be bꝛought in queſtion thzough the 
ſubtiltie of a few, Foz although the wozme entreth als 
molt into euery wod, pet he eateth not the Cedar tre. 
Though the ſtone Cylindrus at euery thunder clappe, 
rowle from the hill, yet the pure ſlecke ſtone monnteth 
at the noyſe: though the ruſt fret the hardeſt ſteele, pet 
doth it not eate into the Cmeraulve : though Polypus 
chaunge bis hew, yet the Salamander kepeth his cou- 
lour : though Proteus tranſfozme himſelfe into cuerye 
ſhape, vet Pigmalion reteincth his olde fozme:though 
Aeneas were to fickle to Dido, pet Troylus was to 
faithfull to Creſsid: though others ſeeme counterfeit 
in their deedes, vet Lucilla , pcrſwade peur ſelfe, that 
Euphues will be alwapes currant in his dealings. 
But as the true golde is tryed by the touch, the pure 
flint by the ſtroake of the y2on, fo the lopall hearte of 
the faithfull louer, is knowen by the krialſ of big Las 
die: of the which tryall (Lucilla ) if you ſhall accompt 
Euphues wozthy, allure your ſelte, he will be as rea⸗ 
O. ih. die 
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die to offer himſe!fe/a Sacrifice foz your ſwete ſake, 
as pour ſelfe.thall be willyng to employe him in pour 
ſeruice. Neytber doth he deſire to be truſted any wap, 
vntil he ſhal be tryed euery way:neither doth he traue 
credite at the firſt; but a god countenaunce, till time 
his defire ſhali be made manifeft by his deſerts. Thus 
not blynded by tyght affection, but dazeled with your 
rare perfection and boldened by your excteding courte- 
ſie: J haue vnfolded mine entire fone , deſiring pou 
hauing ſo god leaſure, to giue ſo friendely an aun⸗ 
ſwere , as J may receiue comfozte, and pou commens 
dacion, 

Lucilla although ſhe were contented to heare this 
deſired diſcourſe , yet did ſhee ſeme to bee ſomewhat 
diſpleaſed. And truely J know not whether it be pe- 
culiar to that ſexe to diſſeinble with thoſe whom they 
moſt deſire, oꝛ whether by craft they haue learned out- 
wardly to loath that, which inwardly they moſt loue: 
yet wiſely did ſhe caſt this in hir head, that if ſhe ſhould 
peelde at the firſt aſlault, he would thinke hir a lygbt 
huſwife: if ſhe ſhould retect him ſcoꝛnefully a very hag⸗ 
gard: minding therefoze thathe'ſhould neither take 
holde of hir pꝛomiſe, nepther vnkindeneſſe of hir pze- 
tileneſſe, ſhe fedde him indifferently , with hope and 
diſpaire, reaſon and affection, lpfe and death. Pet in the 
ende arguing wittily vpon certeine queſtions, thep fell 
ta ſuch agreement, as poꝛe Philautus would not haue 
agreed vnto if he had bene pꝛeſent, yet a!wayes keeping 
the body vndefiled, And thus ſhe replyed, 


8 Entleman, as peu may ſuſpect me of idleneſſe in 

aiuing care to pour talhe, ſo map you conuince me 

of lighineſſe in aunſwering ſuch topes: certes as pou 

haue made mine eares glow at the rehcarſall of pour 

loue, ſo haue pau galled my heart with ß remembꝛaũce 
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of your folly. Though yon came to Naples as a'ftraun- 
ger, yet were you welcome to my fathers-honſe'as a 
friend: And tan you then ſo much tranſgreſſe the bonds 
of honour ( wall not ſay of honeſtie,) as to ſolicite a 
ſute moze ſharpe'to me then death? J haue hetherto, 
Odd be thanked , lyned without ſuſpition of lewde- 
nefſe) and ſhall'J nowe incurre the daunger of ſenſu⸗ 
all lybertie? What hope can vou haue to obteine my 
loue , ſeeing yet J could neuer affo2de pou a nod loke? 
Doe you therefo2e thinke me eaſcly entiſed to the bent 
of pour Vow, bicauſe'J was eaſcly entreated to lyſfen 
to pour late diſcourſe ? Oz ſeeing me (as finely you 
gloſe) to excell all other in beautie, did you deeme that 
J would excede all other in beaſtlpynes: But pet q am 
not angry kuphues, but in an agonp: foz who is ſhee 
that will kreite 02 fume with one that loueth hir, it 
this laue to delude mer, her not diſſembled -, It is that 
vieh rnaſeth me moſt to feare, not that my beautie is 
vnknowen to my ſelfe, but that cõmonly we poꝛe wen⸗ 
ches are deluded thꝛough lyght be liefe, and ye men are 
naturally enclined craftelye to lead your lyfe . When 
the Fore pꝛeacheth, the Geeſe periſh . The Crocodile 
ſhꝛowdeth areateſt treaſon vnder moſt pitifull teares 
in a kiſſing mouth there lycth a galling minde. 

Pou haue made ſo large pzofer of pour ſeruice, and 
ſo faire pꝛamiſes of fidelytie,that were J not ouer chas 
rie of mine honeſtie, you woulde inueigle meer to ſhake 
handes with chaſtitie, But certes J will either leade a 
Uirgins life in earth (though I leave Apes in hel)o2 els 
follow the rather then thy gikts: yet am 7 neither ſo 
pꝛeciſe to refufe thy pꝛofer, neither ſo peemth to diſdain 
thy cod wil: So excellent alwapes are the gifts which 
are made acceptable by the vertue of the giner. 2 didat 
the firſt entraunce diſcerne thy love but pet dißemble 
it. Thy wanton glaunces, thy lcalding Fotes, thy

"ms wanne foz feare, leaſt they ſhould be perceiued of any,

-+ of Velta,to the topes of Venus. Beſides this thy com-

Chou art not the firſt that hath ſolicited this ſufe, 
4 but the firſt that goeth about to ſeduce me, neither diſ- 
cerneſt thou moze the other, but dareſt moze then any: 
| neither haſt thou moze art to diſconer thy meaning,but 
| moze heart to open thy minde. But thou pzeferreft me 
befoze thy landes, thy lyuings, thy lyfe:thou offereſt thy 


ſelfe a lacrifice foz my ſecuritie, thou pzofereſt mee the 
whole and onely ſouereignetie of thy ſeruice:Cruelp J

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bis refurne,ſo am J not pꝛiup to the cauſe of his fra- 
nayle: But yet is be ſo from hence that he ſeth me in 
his abſence , Knoweſt thou not Euphues, that kings 
haue log armes, , rulers large reaches?nepther let this 
comfozt thee, that at bis departure he deputed thee in 
Philautus place. Although my face cauſe him to miſ- 
truſt my loyalty, yet my faith enfo2ceth him to gine me 
this liberty:though be be luſpitious of my fapꝛe hiew, 
pet is de ſecure of my firme honeſty. But alas Fuphus -+- 
es, what truth can there be found in a tranapler-what 
ſcay in a ſtraunger?whoſe wozds 4 bodycs both watch 
but foz a winde, whoſe fete are ener fleeting , whoſe 
fapth plygbted on the ſhoare, is tourned to pctiurye 
when they hoiſt ſayle. Who moze traptcrous to Phillis 
then Demophoon 2? yet be a trauaypler . Who moze 
periured to Dido then Aeneas: & be a ſtraunger: both 
theſe Antenes, both they Caytiffes . Who moze falls 
to Ariadne then T heſcus? pet he a ſayler. Who moze 
fickle to Medea then Iaſon? yet he a ſtarter, both theſe 
daughters to great P2inces,voth they vnfaythfull of 
their pꝛomiſes. Js it the likely Þ Euphucs wil be faiths 
full to Lucilla, being in Naples but a ſoiourner? haue 
not pet fc2gotten the inucaine (J can no other wrſe 
terme it) which thou madeſt againft beauty,ſayingc, it 
was a deceitfull bayte with a deadlp boke, and a ſwat 
poyſon in a paynted pot.

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ſceme to prefer toue;thou art inflamed with luſt. And 

what fo2 that? Though thou haue eaten the feedes of 
Reckat,which bꝛeꝛde intontinencie, yet haue J chewed 
the leafe Creſſe which mainteineth modeſtte. 

Though thou beare in thy boſome the hearb Arava, 
moſt noiſome to virginitie , yet haue J the iſtone that 
groweth in the mount Tmolus, the vpholder ol chaſti⸗ 
tie. You may Gentleman, actompt me fo2 a colde Pꝛo⸗ 
phet, thus haſtely to deuine of your dilpoſitionpardon 
me Euphues, if in loue J calt beyond the Pone, which 
bzingeth vs women to endleſſe moane. Although J my 
ſelf were neuer burnt whereby J ſhould dzead the fire, 
yet the ſchoꝛching of others in the flames of fancy, wars 
neth me to beware: Though J as vet neuer tryed any 
kapthles wherebþ J ſhould be keareful, pet haue J read 
of many that haue ben perinred, which cauſeth me to 
be careful:though J am able to couince none by p;ofe, 
pet am J enfozced to ſuſpect one vppon pꝛobabplities. 
Alas we ſilly ſoules which haue neyther wyt to decys 
pher the wiles of men, noꝛ wildome to diſlemble our 
affectian, neyther craft to traine in young louers, nep⸗ 
ther courage to wythſtande their encounters,neyther 
diſcretion to diſcerne they2 dubling,neyther hard harts 
to reiett their complaints:we J lap, are (one enticed, 
being by nature ſimple, and caſily entanglev, beeing 
apte to recepue the impꝛeſſion of loue.But alas, it is 
both common and lamentable,to behold ſimplicity in- 
trapped by ſubtyltie, and thoſe that haue moſt might, 
to be infected with moſt mallice, The Spider weaueth 
a fine web to hang the Fly, the Wolfe weateth a faire 
face to deuour the Lambe, the Merlin ſtriketh at the 
Partridge, the Eagle often ſnappeth at the Alp, men

Af me tongue were able to vtter the io pes that my 
heart hath conteiued, J frare me though JJ be well bes 
lourd, pet J ſhould hardly be beleeued, Ah my Lucilla, 
how much am A bounde to the, which pꝛeferreſt mine 
vnwozthinelle;»betoze'thy Fathers wiath: my happi⸗ 
neſſe , befoze-thine:pwne miſtoztune: m loue, be⸗ 
fo:e thme owne life? How might A excell thee in tur⸗ 
teſie, whom no moꝛtall creature can excied in conſtan⸗ 
tie? A finde it now fo2 a ſetled truth, which carſt ac⸗ 
compted foʒ a bnine talke;tbat the purple dye will ne⸗ 
uer ſthing; that the pure Cynet lulll: neuer loſe his (a- 
usun t that the grane'Lanrell willawavr chatntre Hig 
coulour, that beautic tan neuer bie blotted*wikh diſ⸗ 
cqurteſie, As touching ſecretie in this behalle, allure thy 
ſelfe, that J will not ſo much as tell it to my ſelfe. 
Commaund kuphues, to runne, to ride, to vndertake 
any explopt beatineuer ſo damgerous to hazard him 
ſelfe in anp enterpziſe , ber it neuer ſo velperate.As 
tzey were thus pleaſaunelp conferring the one with the 
other, Liuia (whome. tuphycs made his ſtale) cutered 
mto the Parlour , vnto whone Lucilla ſpake in thcſe 
termes. e | 
Daſt thou not laugh Liuia, to ſc my ghoſtly father 


lirept 
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kepe me bite fo long at ſ2ifte-? Tybecly(arhſwered 
Liuia)me thinkes that pou imile at ſomo plealant ſhift, , 
either he is flowe in enquiring of peur faults, eꝛ you 
flacke in aunſwering of his queſtions:and thus beeing 
ſupper time they all ſate downe, Lucilla well picaſcd; 
no man better content then Euphites ,who after bis re- 
paſt haning no oppo2tunitie to confer with his leuer, 
had (mall luſt to continue with the gentlcwomen any 
longer, (ſeeing thereſoze he coulde frame no mtanes to 

wozke his delygbt, he copned an excuſe to haſten his 
veparturzzpzoauſing the next moꝛning to trouble them 
agayne as a guelt moꝛe bolde then welcome, although 
in dæde he thought himſelfe-to be the better welconit} 
in ſapung that be woulde come.

Pine onely care hath bene hetherto, 
to match the with ſuch an one, as ſhoulde bes of god 
wealth, able to mapnetetne ther: of great wozſhippe a- 
ble to compare with thee in birth: of honeſt conditi⸗ 
ons, to deſcrne thy loue: and an Italian bozne, to en- 
top my landes. At the laſt J haue found one aunſwe- 
rable to my deſire, a Gentleman of great reuenewes, 
of a noble pꝛogenie, of honeſt behauiour , of comcly 
perſonage, bozne and bzought vp in Naples, Philaus 
tus (thy friend as J geſſe) tby buſbande Lucilla , if 
thou lyke it, neyther canſt thou diſlyke bim, who 
wanteth nothing that ſhould cauſe thy lyking,neither 
bath any thing that ſhould bz&de thy loathing. 

And ſurely J reiopce the moze that thou ſhalt be lin- 
ked to him in mariage, whome thou baſt loued, as J 
beare beeing a mayden , neither can there any iarres 
kindle betwerne them, where the mindes be ſo vnited, 
nepther any iealouſie ariſe , where loue bath ſo long 
bene ſetled. Mherefoze Lucilla, to the ende the de⸗ 
fire of either of pou may now ber accomplyſhed to the 
delyght of pon both, J am here come to finiſh the 
contracte by giuing handes, which yon haue already 
begunne betwane your lelues by ioyning of beartes, 
that as CO D doth witneſſe the one in pour conſci⸗ 
ences , ſo the wozlde may teſt ine the other , by your 
conuerſations, and therefoze Lucilla make ſuch aun» 
ſwere to my requeſt as may lyke m, and ſatiſfie thy 
fricnde, 

Lucilla abaſhed with ibis ſodeine ſpeach of hir fa- 
ber, yet boldened by the lone of hir friend, with a come 
ip baſhfulneſſe aunſwered him in this manner. 

Reuerend fir, the lweteneſſe tha: J haue found in 

the 
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the vndekpled eſkate of virginitie,caufeth me to loath 
the ſower ſauce which is myred with matriawny,and 
the quiet lyſe which J haue tryed being a mayden, ma⸗ 
keth me to ſhun the cares that are alwapes incident to 
a mother, neither am J ſo wedded to the world that J 
ſhould be moued with great poſſcſſions, neither lo bes 
witched with wantonneſſe, that J ſhoulv be entyſed 
with any mans p2op2ztion, neither if J were lo diſpo⸗ 
ſed would J be ſo pꝛoude, to deſire one of noble pꝛoge⸗ 
nie, oꝛ fo pꝛeciſe to choſe one onely in myne owne cctis 
trey, foꝛ that commonly theſe thinges happen alwapes 
to the contrary . Doe we not le the noble to match 
with the baſe , the rich with the paze , the Italian of- 


tentymes with the Portingale ? As loue knowcth no f- 


lawes, lo it regardeth no conditions, as the louer mas 
keth no pawſe where he lyketh , ſo he maketh no con⸗ 
ſctence of theſe idle cerctnonies . In that Philautus is 
the man that thꝛeatneth ſuch Kindeneſſe at my handes, 
and ſuche courteſie at yours, that te ſhoa!d accompt 
me his wyfe befoze he woe mee,certeinly be is lykefoz 
mer to make his reconing twice , bicauſc he reckoneth 
without his Yoſteſſe. And in this Philautus wontd ep⸗ 
ther ſhew himſelfe of great wiſedome to perſwade, oz 
mz of great lyghtnes to be allured: although the Loads 
fons dzaw pzon, pet it cannot moue golde: though the 
Nette gather vp the lyght ſtraw, pet can it not fake vp 
the pure ſtecle, Although Philautus thyake bimſelfe of 
bertue ſufficient to winne his loner , vet ſhall he not 
obtoine Lucilla. J cannot but ſmle to heare that a ma⸗ 
ryage ſhon'd be folemnized, wher neuer was any men⸗ 
tion of affaring , and that the wing ſhould be a dare 
after the wedding. 
Certes if when J lwked merily on Philautus he der⸗ 
med it in the way of mariage, oꝛ if ſa ing me diſpoſed to 
ieſt, he toke mee in god earneſt : then ſure hee might 
I, gather 
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father ſome ——— of my loue, but no pzomile. 


But me thinkes it is god reaſon , that 3 ſhould be at 
mine owne bzydeall, and not giuen in the Church, be⸗ 
foze J know the Bzidegrome .

Ferardo being a grane and wiſe Gentleman , al- 
though he were thzoughly angry, pet he diſſembled his 
fary,to the ende he might by craft diſcouer hir fancy, 
whiſpering Philautus in the eare(who ſtade as though 
he had a flea in his care) deſired him to kepe ſilence, vn- 
til he had vndermined hir by ſubtiltie, which Philautus 
hauing araunted, Ferardo began to ſift his daughter w 
this deuice. Lucilla thy coulour ſheweth the to be in a

ſonne in lawe : Ik Nature canne no way reſiſt the 
furys of affection, how ſhould it be layed by wyſe- 
dome: 

Ferardo interrupting hir in the myddle of by2 dyſ- 
courſe,although he were moued with inwards grudge, 
pet he wylely tepꝛeſſed his anger, knowing that ſharp 
wozdes would but ſharpen hir froward wxll,and thus 
aunſwered hir bꝛiefelp. 

Lucilla, as J am not pzeſently to graunt my god wil, 
ſa meane J not fo repꝛehend thy choyce , yet wiſdome 
wylleth me to pawſe , vncill J haue called what may 
happen to my remembzaunce , and warneth thee to be 
circumſpect,leaſt thy raſh conceyt bzing a ſharpe repen- 
taunce. As foz you Philautus , J would not haue peu 
diſpayze, ſeing a woman doth oftentimes chaunge by: 
deſpꝛe. Wnto whome Philautus in fewe wozdes made 
aunſwere. 

Certeinely Ferardo I take the leſſe griefe, in that 3 
ſe bir ſo greedy after Euphues , 4 by ſo much the moze- 
Jam content to leaue my ſute, by bow much the moze 
he ſameth to diſdayne my ſeruite: but as fo2 hope, bi⸗ 

- canſe J woulde not by any meanes taſte one dꝛamme 
thercoff, J will abiure all places of hir abedc and loath 
hir company, whoſe countenaunce J haue ſo much los 
urd, as foz Euphues, an? there faying his ſpeach, he

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flang out of the dozes and repairing fo his lodging vt⸗ 
tered theſe woꝛdes. 

Ah molt diſſembling wzetch Euphues, O connters 
fayte companion, couldeſt thou vnder the ſhewe of a 
ſtedkaſt friend,cloake the mallyce of a moztall foe? vn- 
der the coulour of ſimplicitie,ſhzowd the Image of de- 
ceipt?Js thy Liuia,teurned to my Lucilla? thy loue, to 
my louer: thy deuotion tomy Saint? Js this the cur⸗ 
tele of Atiiens,the tauilling of ſchollers, the craft of 
Grecian»*Cauldelt thou not remember Philautus, that 
Greece is neuer without ſome wily Vliſſes, neuer voyd 
of ſome Sy non, neuer to ſake of ſome deceiptful ſhifter? 
As it not commonly ſapd of Grecians, that craft com- 
meth to them by kinde, that they learne to deceiue in 
their cradell? Why then did bis pꝛetended curteſie be- 
witch thee with ſuch credalytie 2 ſhall my god will be 
the cauſe of his ill wilzbicauſe J was content to be his 
friend,thought he mee meete to be made his fole 2 I ſ& 
now that as the fiſh Scolopidus in the floud Aratis, at 
the waxing of the Pone is as white as the dꝛiuen 
Onow, and at the wayning as black as the burnt cole: 
fo Euphues,which at the firſt increaſing of our famili- 
aritie, was very zealous,is now at the laſt caſt become 
molt faithlefle. But why rather erclaime J not againſt 
Lucilla, whoſe wanton lokes cauſed Euphues to vy- 
olate his plyghted faythe + Ah wzetched wench, canſt 


” thou be ſo ligbt of loue, as to change with euery wind? 


ſo vnconſtant as to pzeferre a newe loner befoze thine 
olde friende? Ah well J wot that a new bzome ſwe- 
peth cleane, and a new garment maketh the leaue off 
the olde though it be fitter, and newe wyne cauſeth tha 
to fozſake the olde, though it be better: much lpke to the 
men in the Jland Scyrum , which pull vp the olde tre 
when they ſe the young begin to ſp2ing, + not vnlpke 
vnta the widow of Lesbos, which chaunged all hir olde 
gold 
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gold foz newe Glaſſe , Baue J ſerued thee th2& peares 
fapthfully , and am J ſerned ſo vnkindely - ſhall the 
fruite of my deſtre be tourned to diſdaine? But vnlelſe 
Euphues had inueigled the, thou haddeſt yet bene con- 
tant: yea,but if Euphues had not ſæne the willing to 
be wonne , he would neuer haue woed thee : But had 
not Euphues enticed thee with faire wozds,thou woul⸗ 
deft neuer haue loued him: But haddelt thou not ginen 
him faire lokes, he would neuer haue lyked tha: J, but 
Euphues gaue the onſet: I, but Lucilla gaue the occas 
ſion: J, but Euphues firſt bzake his minde: J,. but Lu⸗ 
cilla firſt bewꝛaped hir meaning. Tuſh why goe J a- 
bout to excuſe any of them, ſeing J haue iuft cauſe to 
accuſe them both. Neither ought J to diſpute which of 
them hath pzofered me the greateſt villany, ſith that ei⸗ 
ther of them hathe committed pertury . Pet although 
they haue found me dul in perceiuing they? falſchod, 
they ſhall not finde me lack in reuenging their folly, 
As fo: Lucilla, ſeing I meane altogether to fozget hir, 
I meane alſo to foꝛgiue hir, leaſt in ſeking meanes to be 
reuenged, mine olde deſire be renewed, 

Philautus hauing thus diſcourſed with himſelle, be⸗ 
gan to wzpte Eto uphues as followeth, 

CAlthough hetherto Euphues 3 haue ſhꝛined ther 
in my heart foz a truſtte friende , J will ſhunne thee 
heroafter as a trothleſſe foe,and although J cannot ſee 
in the leſſe wyt then J was wont, pet doe J finde leſſe 
honeſtie.

canſt thou be ſecure of hir conſtancie, when thou baſk 
bad ſuch tryall of hir lightneſle ? 

Vow canſte thou aſſure thy ſelfe that ſhe wyll be 
fapthfull to thee, which hath bene faythlefſe to me? Ah 
Euphues,let not my tredulytie be an occaſion hereafter 
fo: thee to pꝛactiſe the lyke crueltte , Remember this 
that pet there hathe neuer bene any faythleſſe to his 
frienve , that hath not alſo bene fruitleſſe to his God, 
But J way the trechery the leſle, in that it commeth 
from a Grecian, in whome is no trouth, Though A be 
to weake to wzaſtle faz a reuenge, yet God who per- 
mitteth no guile to be guiltlcfle , wyll ſhoztly requite 
this miurp: though Philautus baue no pollicie to vns 
dermine ther, yet thine owne pzaciſes wyll be ſuffici- 
ent to ouerthzow thee. 

Couldeſt thon Fuphues fo2 the lone of a fruitleſſe 
ple aſure, violate the league of faithful triendſhip?ZDivſt 
thou way mo2e the entiſing lokes of a lewde. wench, 
then the entire loue of a lopall friend ? It thou dyddeſt 
determine with typ ſelfe at the firſte to be falſe , why 
diddeſt thon ſweare to be true? If to be true, why arte 
thou falſe? At thou waſt minded both falſely 4 fozgedly 
to deceiue me, why diddeſt thor flatter e diſſemble with 
me at the fir} ? If to loue me,why doeſt thou flinch at 
the laſtꝛ qc f',e ſacred handes of amitie did delight ther, 
why diddeſt thou beak them: If dillpke ther, why did⸗ 


deſt thou pꝛaiſe them: Doſt thou not know y a perfect 


friend ſhould be lyke the Glazewo2me, which ſhpneth 
molt bzight in the darke: oz lyke the pure Francken- 
cenſe which ſmelleth mbſt ſweet when it is in the fire: 
02 at the leaſt not vnlyke to the damaſke Roſe, which 
is (weter in the Still then on the ſtalke © But thou 
Fu; hues,ocſt rather reſembvie the Swallow which in 
tte @nmmer creeneth under the eues of cuerpe houſe. 
and in the Winter leaueth nothing but durt behynde 
bir; 
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hir:o2 the humble Bee, which hauing ſucked hunny out 
of the fay2e flower,doth leane it 4 loatb it: o the Spi⸗ 
der which in the fineſf web doch hang the fayzeſt Fly, 
Dot thou thinke Euphues that thy craft in betraying 
mee, ſhall any whit'eole my courage in reuenging tby 
villany ? oz that a Gentteman of Naples will put vp 
ſach an ijninry at the hands of a (choHer2And if J do, 
it is not foz want of ſtrength to mainteyne my iuſt 
quarrell,but of will which thinketh ſcozne to gette ſo 
vapne a conqueſt, A know that Menelaus foz his ten 
peares warre, endured ten peares wo, that after all his 
ſtrife her wan but a ſtrumpet, that foz all his trauaple 
be reduced (J cannot ſay reclaymed) but a ſtraggeler: 
which was as much in my indgement,as to ſtriue foz 
a bzoken glaſſe which is god foz nething, J wiſh ther 
rather Menclaus care, then my ſelfe his conqueſt, that 
thou being deluded by Lucilla, maiſt rather know what 
it is ta be decepued , then J bauinge conquered ther, 
ſhould pꝛoue what it were to bzing backe a difſembler, 
Seing therefoze there can no greater renenge lyght 
vppon ther, then that as thou haſt reaped where an os 
ther hath ſowen, ſo au other may thꝛeſh p which thou 
haſt reaped ; J/wylt pzay that thou may be meſured 
bnto with the tyke meaſure that thou haſt meaten vn⸗ 
to others ⁊that as thou haſt thought it no conſcience 
to befrap mee Fo others may veine it no diſhoneſtie to 
decetue thee:that as Lucilla made it a light matter to 
fozfweare hir olde friend Philautus,ſo ſhe may make it 
a mocke to fozſake hir new pheere Euphues. Which if 
it came to paſſe,as it is lyke by my compaſſe,then ſhalt 
thou ſee the troubles and feelv the tozments which theu 
haſt already thzowne into the heartes and eyes of 0- 
thers. 

Thus hoping ſho2tly to ſee thee as hopeleſſe, es my 
ſelfe is haples,J wiſh my wiſh, were as cficaually cn-

Philautus diſpaching a meſſenger with this ietter 
ſpeadely to Euphues, went into the flelds to walk ther, 
either to digelt his choler, oꝛ chew vpon his melancho⸗ 
ly. But Euphues hauing read the contents, was well 
tontent, ſetting bis talke at naught,and anſwering bis 

taunts in theſe gibing termes. 


Remember Philautus how valyauntly Aiax boa⸗ 

ſted in the feats of. armes, vet Vlyſles bare awap 
the armour:and it may be that though thou crake of 
thine own courage, thou maiſt eaſily loſe the conqueſt, 
Daſt thou thinke Euphues fuch a daſtarde, that he is 
not able to withſtand thy courage, oz ſuch à dullarde 
that he cannot diſcrpe thy craff,Alas god ſoule. It fa- 
reth wyth thee as wyth the Hen, which when the Put⸗ 
tocke hath caught hir Chekin beginneth:to.cackle,and 
thou hauing loft thy louer beginneſt to pꝛattls. Muſh 
Philautus, J am in this pointe of Euripides his minde, 
who thinkes it lawfull fo: the deſire of a kingdome to 
tranſgreſſe the bonds of honeſtie,and'fo2 the lone of a 
Lady to violate andb2eake the bonds of amitie, 
The frienodſhyp betwerne man and man as it is com⸗ 
mon ſo is it of courſe betwene man and woman, as it 
is ſeldome fo is it ſincere, the one pꝛocerdeth of the ſims 
litude ot manners, the other ol þ ſincerity of the heart: 
if thou haddeſt learned the firſt point of hauking, thou 
wouldſt haue learned to haue held faſf,oz the firſt noat 
of Delcant, thou wouldeſt haue kept thy Sol. Fa. to thy 
lelfe. 

But thou canſt blame me no moꝛe of folly in leauing 
thee to lone Lucilla, then thou maiſt repzouc him of fa- 
iſhaclle that hau;rg a Sparow in his hande _

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bir goe fo eatch the Pheaſanf,02 bim of viſkilfulneſſe 
at ſeing the Yeron, leaueth to leuell his ſhot at the 
ee, 02 that woman of topneſſe, that hauing a 
bead Roſe in hir boſome,thzvweth it away to gather 
the freſh violet. Loue knoweth no lawes : Dyd not 
Jupiter tranſfozme himſelfe into the ſhape of Amplu- 
trio toimbzace Alcmena? Into the fozme of a Swan 
to enioy Læda : Into a Bull to beguile Io: Into a 
ſhowze of golde to winne Danac : Dyd not Neptune 
chaunge himſelfe info a Yeyfer, a Ramme, a Flond, 
a Dolphin, onely fog the loue of thoſe he luſted after? 
Div not Apollo convert humſelfe into a Sdephearde, 
into a Birde, into a Lyon : fo2 the deſire he had to 
beale his diſeaſe ? If the Gods thought no ſcoꝛne to 
become beaftes, to obteyne their beſt beloued, ſhall . 
Euphues be ſo nice in chaunging dis coppie to gayne 
dis Ladye o, no: he that cannot diſſembie in lone,ts 
not wozrhy to liue. J am of this minde, that both might 
and mallice, deceyte and trecherye, all periurpe, any 
impietie may lawfully be committed in loue, which is 
lawleſſe. In that thou argueſt Lucilla of lightneſſe, thy 
wyll hangs in the lyght of thy witte:Doeſt thou not 
know that the weak ſtomacke if it bee cloped with one 
dyefdoth ſone ſurfet? That the clownes Garlike can- 
not eaſe the courtiers diſeaſe ſo well as the pure Tria- 
clezthat farre fet and dere bought is god fo2 Ladyes? 
That Euphues being a moze dainty mozſell then Phi- 
lautus ought better to bee accepted > Tufh Philautus 
ſet thy heart at reft , fo2 thy happe willeth ther to gyue 
ouer all hope both of my friendſhyp,and hir loue:as fo2 
reuenge, thou art not ſo able to lende a blowe as I to 
ward it:neither moze venterous to challenge the tom⸗ 
batte then J valiant to aunſwere the quarrell. as Lu- 
cilla was caught by fraude, ſo ſhall ſhe be kept by foꝛce:

Euphues hauing fo2 a ſpace abſented himſelfe from 
the houſe of Ferardo, bicanſe het was at home, longed 
ſoze to ſ& Lucilla which now oppoztunitie offered vn- 
to him, Ferardo being gone again to Venice with Phi- 
lautus, but in this his abſence one Curio a Gentleman 
of Naples of little wealth and leſſe wit, haunted Lucilla 


* hir company,x ſo enchaunted hir, that Euphues was als 


ſo caſt off with Philautus, which thing being vnknown 
to Euphues,cauſed him the ſoner to make his repapꝛe 
to the pꝛeſence of his Lady, whome her finding in hir 
muſes, began pleaſauntly to ſalute in this manner. 
Miſtreſſe Lucilla, although my long abſence might 
b:&ede your iuſt anger,(foz thatloners deſire nothing 
ſo much as often meeting)yet I hope my pꝛeſence will 
difſolue your choler(fo2 Þ loners are ſone pleaſed when 
of their wiſhes they be fully poſſeſſed, ) Py abſence is 
the rather to be excuſed in that your father hath ben al- 
wapes at home, whoſe frownes ſ&med to thꝛeaten my 
ill foztume,and iny p2eſence at this pzeſent the better 
to be accepted in that J haue made (ach ſpedy repayze 
to your pꝛeſence. 
Unto whom Lucilla aunſwered with this glyeke. 


Fruely Fuphues you haue miſt the cuſhion , fo; 
J was licytoer angry with pour long ablence,nevther 
am 
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am J woll pleaſed at vour pꝛeſente, the one gaue mc 
rather a gad hope hereafter neuer to ſe pou, the other 
giueth me a greater occaſion to abhozre ou. 

Euphues, being nipped on the head, with a pale coun⸗ 
tenaunce as though his ſuule had fozſaken bis bodye, 
replyed as.followeth,

ſert of mine, I ain here not onely to aunſwere the fac, 
bat alſo to make amondes'foz my fault: if of anynew 
motion o minde to fo:ſake your new friend, J am ras

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Crab then catcheth the Dyfter,when the Sun ſhineth, 
that Hiena when ſhe ſpraketh lyke a man, deuiſeth 
molt miſchiefe, that women when they be molt plea- 
ſaunt pꝛetend moſt trecherie. 


Follow Alexander which hearing the commendati⸗ 


on and ſingular comelyneſle of the wife of Darius, fo 
couragiouſly withtod the aſſaults of fancie, that he 
would not ſo much as take a view of hir beautie. I mi⸗ 
tate Cyrus, a king endued with ſuch continencie, that 
be loathed ta loke on the.beaucnly_biew of Panthea, 


and when Araſpus folde him that ſhe excelled al mozs 


tall: wightes in amiable ſhewe, by ſo much the moze 
(ſayd Cyrus) J ougbt.to abſtayne from hir ſight, fo; 
if J Hllow thy counſay le in going to hir, it mape ber, 
7 ſhall deſire to centinue with bir, and by my lygbt 
atfedtion, neglect my ſerious affaires. Learne ot Ro- 
mulus ta refraine from wine, ber it neuer ſo delycate : 
of Agelilaus to deſpiſe coſtly apparell , be it neuer ſo 
curious: of Diogenes to deteſt women, be they neuer 
ſo comelp. Her that toucheth Pitchthall bee defiled, 
the ſoze eye infecteth the ſounde, the ſociette with wo⸗ 
men, bꝛiedeth ſecuritie in the ſonle , and maketh all 
the ſeuces ſenceleſfe. Pozeouer,take this counſayle as 
an Article ot thy Creede, which J meane to follow as 
the chiele argument of my faith, that Idleneſſe is the 
onely nourſe and nouriſher of ſenſual appetite, the ſole 
maintenaunce of pouth full affection, the firſt ſhaft that 
Cupid ſhateth-into the hot liuer ofa hadelcſſe louer. J 
would to god J were not able to finde this.fo2 a truth 
by mine owne trpall, and J woulde the crample of 0s 
thers idlent ſſe had cauſed me rather to auoyd p fault, 
then erperience of mine owne ſolly , 

How diſſclute haue J bene in ſtrining againſt rod 
counſaile? how reſojute in ffanding in mine own con⸗ 
ceipt? how fozward to wickednefſezhow re warde ta 
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wiſedome how 'wantount With t& much cockering? 
how wayward in hearing cozrection. Neither was « 
much valike theſe Abbate lubbers in my life (though 
karre vulyke them in beltefe) which laboured till they 
were colde, eat til they ſweat, and laye in bed til their 
boanes aked.Yeeroff commeth it Gentlemen that loue 
creepeth into the minde by pꝛiuie craft,and Keepeth his 
holde by mapne courage. 

The man being idle, the minde is apt to all vn⸗ 
tleaneneſſe, the minde beeing voyde of ex: x aſe, the man 
is vopde of honeſtie. Doth not the ruſt fret the haͤrdelt 
an, it it be not vſed: Doth net the Boathe eate the 
fineſt garment , if it be not wozne? Doth not Molle 
grows on the ſmatheſt ſtone if it be not ſtirred? Doth 
not impietie infect the wiſeſt witte if it be giuen to idle⸗ 
nelle? Is not the ſtanding water ſoner froſen then 
the running ſtreame ? Js not he that ſitteth moze ſubs 
ied to Neepe then he that walketh « Doth not common 
experience make this common vnto vs that the fatteſt 
grounde b2ingeth foꝛth nothing but weedes if it be not 
well tilled? That the ſharpeſt wit enclyneth onely to 
wickedneſſe,if it be not excrciſed? Js it not true which 
Seneca repozteth, that as to much - bending bzeateth 
the bowe, ſo to mach remiſſion ſpopleth the minde ? 
Beſides this immoderate fleepe,immodclt plap, vnſati⸗ 
able (willing of wine, doth ſo weaken the ſcnces, and 
bewitch the ſoule, that befoze we feelc the motion of 
loue, we are reſolued into luſt, Eſchew Idleneſſe 
my Philautus , fo ſhalt thou eaſely vnbende the bore 
and quench the bꝛandes of Cupide.

What can be moꝛe exquiſite in humaine affaires. then 
foꝛ euer feuer be it neuer ſo hot, foꝛ cuery palſey be it 
neuer ſo cold, oz every infection, be it neuer ſo ſtrange, 
to giue a reme dy: The olde verſe ſtandeth os yet in his 
old vertue That Galen giucth gots, luſtimian honoꝛs. 

If thou be ſo nice, that thou canſt no wap bꝛoke 
the pꝛactiſe of Phiſicke, 02 ſo vnwiſe, that thou wilt 
not beate thy bzaines e bout the inſtitutes of the Law, 
conferre all thp ſtudie, all thy time, all thy trealure to 
the atteiming of þ ſacred 4 ſincere knowledge of diumni⸗ 
tie. By this maiſt thou bꝛidle thine incontinencie,raing 
thy affeaicns,reftraine thy luſt · Here ſhalt thou be- 
hold as it were in a glaſſe, that all the glozyof man is 
as the grole, that all things vnder Heauen, are but 
vaine, that our lyfe is but a ſhadow a warfare a pilgri- 
mage, a vapoꝛ, a bubble a blaſt of ſuch ſho2tneſſe, that 
Dauid ſayth,tt is but a ſpanne long: of ſuch ſharpnes, 
that lob noteth it repleniched with all miſertcs,of ſuch 
vricert-inetie,that we are no ſoner boꝛne but wee are

though he loath the muddie ditch, and weare the pꝛe⸗ 
cious Diamonde, though be diſpiſe the ranged bꝛiche, 
Ithinke one map a'ſo wild ſafe cenſcience renerence 
the modeſt (cr of boneſt maidens, tbongh he fezſliicars 
the lewd ſoꝛt of vnchaſt mutous. VIy tles theugh 1 & 
netelleg Caliplo with bir (t;grod voitt, pet be nueced 
Jen cox: 
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Penelope with hir rude diſtaffe. Though Fuphues abs 
hoꝛre þ beautte of Lucilla,pet wil he not abſicine teen 
the company of a graue mayden iThongh the tcarcs cf 
the Hart be ſalt, yet the tcarcs ot the Bo2e be ſwerte: 
though the teares of ſome women be counterfapts to 
decelue, yet the teares cf many be curratit te trye their 
loue. 

J fo2 my part will honour thoſe alwayes that be 
boneſt,+ woꝛ ſbyp them in my lyfe who I ſhal know to 
be wozthy m theic liuinge: neither can J pꝛomiſe ſuch 
pꝛecilenc ſſe that J ſhall neuer be caught againe w tbe 
bayte of beautpe, foz although the ſaiſchod of Lucilla 
haue cauſed me to fozſake my wonted dotage,yct p faith 
of ſome Lady may cauſe me once agayne to fall into 
mine olde diſeaſe. Foz as þ fire ſtone in Liguria though 
it be quenched with muͤke, yet agayn it is kindled with 
water, o: as the rotes of Anchuſa, though it be hard⸗ 
ned with water, yet it is againe made ſoft with Oye, 
ſo the heart of Euphues enflamed ecaift with loue, al- 
though it bee co!ed wyth the decepts of Lucilla, pet 
wyll it againe flame with the lopaltye of ſome honc f 
Ladyec,and though it be hardned weth the water ef 
wilpnelle, yet will it be molyfed wyth the Ople cf 
wiſcdome . I pꝛelume theretoze fo much vppon the 
diſcreation of peu Gentlewomen that yon wyll net 
thinke the wo2ſe of mer in that J haue thought ſo 1141 
of lome women,o2 loue me the wozle in p loath ſome 
ſo much.

Pou haue heard ( Sentlemen) how ſone the hotte 
deſire of Euphucs was turned into a cold deuotion, not 
that fancy cauſed him to chaunge, but that the fickle- 
ncſſe of Lucilla enfozced him to alter bis minde. Yas 
ning therefoze determined with himſelfe neuer againe 
to be entangled with ſuch fonde delyghts,acco2ving to 
the appointment made with Philautus,he immedpatlp 
repay;ed to Athens, there to followe his owne p2tuate 
ſtudy:And calling to minde his fozmer loſcncſſe, 3 how 
in his youth he had miſpet bis time, he thought to gyue

muſt nedes wither. 502 Nature with 
out Diſcipline is of ſtall foꝛce, and Diſcipline with⸗ 
out Nature m922 iccbls;th exerciſe o: ſindie be voide of 
any of theſe it auapleth nothing. Foꝛ as in tillyng of 
the grounde and hulbandzp, there is firſt choſen a fer⸗ 
fill ſople then a cunning lower, then god ſade, euen 
fo muſt we compare Nature to the fat te earth, the ex⸗ 
ert hulbandman to the Schwlemaſtet, the facultics 
and ſciences, to the pure ſades. Zf this o2ber had not 
ban? in dur pꝛedeceſſozs, Pithagoras, Socrates, Plato, 
ano who fo ener was renowmed in Greece fo the 
gloꝛie of w.ſedome,they had neuer bene etermſſzed fo; 
wiſe men, neuher canoniled as it were fo2 Saines, 
among thoſe that ſtudie Sciences.

Wherefc2e the 
common bye woꝛd of the common people ſemeth to be 
grounded vpon god experience, which is: This fellow 
bath ſucked milchiefe euen from the tcate of his nurſe, 
The Grecians when they ſaw any one fluttifhly fedde, 
they would ſay euen as nurfſes : wherebythey noted 
the great dillyking they had of their fulſome feedinge: 
the Ftimologie of mother ambg the Grecians * apt⸗ 
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lx be applyed fo thoſe mothers which vanaturally deale 
with theyꝛ childzen, they call it Meter a meterine, that 
is mother of not making much off, oz of not nouriſh⸗ 
ing,hereoff it commeth that the ſonne doth not with 

derpe deſire loue dis mother,neyther with duetie obey 
hir, bis naturall affection being as it were deuided and 
dyſtraught into twayne, a mother and a nurſe: hære⸗ 
off it pꝛocitdeth that the Mother beareth but a colde 
k indneſſe towards bir childe, when ſhe ſhall ſer the na- 
ture of hir nurſe in the nurture of hir childe. The cher 
feſt way to learning is it there be a mutnall lone g fer⸗ 
uent deſire between the teacher, and him that is taught, 
then verely the greateſt furtheraunce to education is, 
if the Pother nouryſh the childe, and the childe ſucke 
the Mother, that there bee as it were a relatyon and re⸗ 
cipzocall ozder of affedion. Pet if the Pother eytber 
foz the eupll habit of-hir body oʒ the weakneſſe of hir 
pappes, cannot though-ſhe, would yucſe hir infant, then 
let hir pꝛouide ſuch a one as ſhall be of a god complcc⸗ 
tion, of honeſt condition, care full to tender the childe, 
louing,fo ſe well to it, willing to take paynes,dylly- 
gent in tenping and pꝛouidung all things neceſſarꝝ, and 
as lyke both in the liniaments of the body and dyſpo- 
ſition of the minde to the mother as wap beg , Let, hyz 
fozflow no occaſion that may bzing the childe to qur⸗ 
etneſſe and cleanlynelle, fo as the parts of a childe as

that diuine Philoſopher admoniſhed all nurfſes and 


' weaners of youth, that they thould not bs to buſte to 


tell them fonde fables oz filthy tales,leaft at theyz en- 
traunce into the wozlve they ſhould bee contaminated 
wyth vnfeemely behauiour,vnto the which Phocilidet 
the Poet doth pithely allude,ſaying: Whileft that the 
thilde is young; let him be inftructed in vertue,and lyt- 
terature. 

Pozeouer they are to be frayned vp in the language 
of their country, to pzonounce aptly and diſtinctly with⸗ 
out ſtammering euery woꝛd and ſillable of their natius 
ſpeach, and to be kept from barbarous talke, as the 
ſhip from rockes : leaſt bering affected with theyz bar- 
barifme,they be infected alſo wpth their vncleane con⸗ 
uerſation. 

It is an olde Pꝛeuerbe that if one dwell the next 
doe to a creple he will learne to hault,if one ber con- 
uerſant with an hipocrit, de will ſone endeuour to dil⸗ 
ſemble, When this young infant ſhall grow in peares 
and be of that ripeneſſe that be can conceive learning, 
inſomuch that he is to be committed to the tuitpon of 
ſome tutour, all dillygence is to be bad to ſearch ſuch 
a one as ſhall neyther be bnlearnev,nexther ill lpued, 
nepther a lyght perſon, 

A gentleman that bath honeſt and diſcr&t ſeruannts 
dyſpoleth them to the encreaſe of his Segmoꝛpes, ont 
be appointeth ſte warde of his conrtes, an other ouer- 
ſer of his landes, one his facto; in far countries foz his 
merchaundize , an other puruapour foz his cates at 
dome. But if among all his ſeruaunts be ſhal eſpy one, 
either filthy in his talke 02 foliſh in bis behauto2,either 
wytheut wyt oz voyde of honeffype,cither an vntb2ift 
02 a wittall, hum he ſets not as a ſuruapour and ouer⸗ 


ſar of his manozs , but a ſuperuiſour of bis childzens 
conditions 
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conditions and manners, to him he committetb the gui⸗ 
ding and tuition of his ſons, which is by his pꝛoper na⸗ 

ture a llaue, a kuaue by condition, a beaſt in behauiour, 

And ſoner will they beſtowe an handzeth crownes ta 
daus a hozle well bzoken , then a childe well taugbte, 
wherein J cannot but maruell to ſe them ſo carefnll 
foencreaſe their poſſeſſions , when they be ſo careleſſe 
to haue them wiſe that ſhould enherite them, 

A god and diſcrete ſcholemaſter ſhould be ſuch an 
one as Phoenix was, the inſtrucoz of Achilles, whome 
Pelleus (as Homer repozteth) appoynted to that ende 
that be ſhould be vnto Achilles not onelp a teacher of 
learning, but an enſample of god lyuing, But that is 
mol p2incipally to be loked foꝛ, and moſt dilygently to 
be foeſene, that ſuch tutozs be ſought out fo2 the edu⸗ 
cation of a young childe, whoſe lyfe bath neuer bens 
Kayned with diſhoneftie, whoſe god name bath neuer 
bene called vnto queſtion, whoſe manners bath ben ir⸗ 
repꝛehenſible befoze the wozld. As huſbandmen hedge 
in their trees, ſo ſhoulde god ſchwlemaſters with god 
miners bedge in the wit and diſpoſition of the ſcholer,

to one either ignoꝛaunt oz obſtinate, the which if they 
themſelues ſhal doe of ignozaunce the folly cannot bee 
excuſed, if of obſtinacte, their lewdencſle is to bee ab- 
hozred. 
Some fathers are ouertome with the flatterie of thoſe 
les which p;ofeſſe outwardly great knowledge, and 
ſhew a certeine kinde of diſlemblung ſinceritie in their 
lvfe, others at the entreating of their familiar friends

are content to commit their ſonnes to one, without gl- 
ther ſubſtaunce of honeſtie, oꝛ ſhadowe of learning. 
By which their vndiſcreete dealing, they are like thoſe 
ſicke men which reiec the expert and cunning Phil, 
tion, and at the requeſt of their.frtendes admitte the 
hedeleſſe pꝛadiſer, which daungereth the patient, and 
beingeth the bodye to his bane : Ca not vniyke vnto 
thoſe, which at the inſtaunt and unpaztunate ſute of 
their acquaintaunce refuſe a cunning Pylot,and choſs 
an vnſkilfull Parriner, which hazardeth the ſhip and 
themſelues in tbe calmeſt Dea. 

God God can there be any that hath the name of a 
if father which will eſteme moze the fancis of his friend 


then the nurture of his ſonne ? It was not in vayne 


that Crates would often ſay, that if it were lawfull e - 
uen in the market place he would cry out: Whether 
runne you Fathers, which haue all your carke & care 
to multiply your welth , nothing regarding your chil- 
dꝛen vnto whom you muſte leave all. In this they 
reſemble him which is very curious about the Choe, + 
hath no care of the fote , Beſides this there be many 
Fathers ſo inflamed with the loue of wealth, that 
they bar as it were incenſed with hate agaynſt their 
childzen: which Ariſtippus ſœing in an olde miſer, 
did partly note it, this olde miſer aſking of Ariſtip- 
pus what he woulde take to teach and being vp his 
fonne hee aunſwerod a thouſande groates, a thouſande 
groats, God ſhield aun\wereo this olde huddle, J can 
haue two ſeruaũts of that pꝛite. Unto whom he made 
aunſwere thou ſhalt haue two ſeruaunts and one ſon, 
# whether wilt thou lel!? Is it not abſurd to haue ſo 
great a care of the right hande of the childe to cut his 
meat, that if he handle his knife in the left hand we re- 
buke hun ſeuerelp, and to be ſecure of his nourture in 
diſcipline and learning: But what dee happen vnto, 
? (hole 
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thoſe parents, that bzing vp their childzen like wan⸗ 
tons: | 


When their ſonnes ſhall grow to mans eſtate, diſ- 
dayning nowe to bee cozrecep , ſtobbozne to obey , 
giuing themſelues to vaine pleaſures and vnſæmelpe 
paſtimes, then with the foliſh trowants they begin 
to ware wiſe and to repent them of their fozmer folly, 
when their ſonnes ſhall inſmuate themſclues in the 
company. of flatterers, (a kinde of men msze peril- 
lous to youth then any kinde of beaſtcs,) When they 
ſhall haunt harlottes, frequent tauernes, be curious in 
their atty2e, coſtlye in their dyct , careleſſe in their be- 
hauiour , when they ſhall either bee common Dicers 
with Gameſters,cither wanton dalliers with Ladies, 
either ſpend all their th2ift on wine, oz all their wealth 
on women, then the Father curſſeth his owne ſecuri⸗ 
tio, and lamenteth to late his childes miſfoꝛtune, then 
the one accuſeth his Sire as it were of malyce, that 
der woulde not bzing him vp in learning, and him 
ſetfe of miſchiefe, that he gaue not his minde to god 
letters. If theſe pouthes had bene trayned vppe in the 
company of any Philoſoper, they woulde neuer haue 
ben ſo diſſolute in their life,o2 ſo reſolute in their own 
conceites. 

It is god nurture that leadeth to vertne, and diſ⸗ 
crete demeanour that playneth the path to felpcitie. 
If one haue eyther the giffes of Foꝛtune, as greate 
riches, oʒ of Nature, as ſeemely perſonage, he is to bee 
diſpiſed inrefpect of learning. To be a noble man it is 
molt excellent, bat that is our aunceſtours, as Viyſles 
ſayde to Aiax , as foz gurnobilytie , our ſtocke, our 
kindzed,amd whatlſoeuer we our ſelues haue not done, 
I ſcarcely accompt curs. Riches are p2ecteus , but 
Fo2tune ruleth the roſt, which oftentimes taketh as 


way all from thein that haue much, and giueth them 
Mose 
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mo2e that hadde nothing,alozye is a thing wozthy ta 
bee followed, but as it is gotten with great tranaile;ſo 
is it loſt in a ſmall time. 

Brautie is ſuch a thing as we commonly pzeferre 
befoze all things, pet it fadeth befoze wee perceiue it 
to flourith : health is that which all men deſire , pet 
euer ſubiect to any diſeaſe : irength is to be wiſhed 
oz, pet is it epther abated with an ague, oz fakena- 
way with age: whoſoeuer therefoze boafteth of fozce, 
is to beaſtly,ſ&ing be is in p qualytie not to be com- 
pared with beaſtes , as the Lyon, the Bull, the Cle- 
phant. 

It is vertue, pea vertue Gentlemen, 5 maketh gen- 
tlemen, y maketh the poze rich, p baſe boꝛne noble, the 
ſubiect a ſouereigne, the defozmed beautfifull , the ſicke 
whole, the weake ſtrong, the moſt miſerable moſt haps 
py. There are two pzincipal and peculiar gifts in the 
nature of man, knowledge, and reaſon,the one com- 
maũdeth, b other obeyeth:theſe things neither þ:whir- 
lyng whele of Foztune can chaunge , nepther the ve> 
ceitfull cauilling of wozlblings ſeperate, neither ſicke⸗ 
neſſe abate, nepther age aboliſh, 

It is onely knowledge which wozne with peares 
wareth young , and when all things are cutte awaye 
with the Cycle of Time. Bnowledge flouriſheth ſo 
high that time cannot reach it, warre taketh al things 
with it euen as the whirlepwle, pet muſt it leaue lear- 
ning behinde it, wherefoze it was wiſelp aunſwered 
in my opinion ot Stilpo the Philoſopher, foz when De- 
metrius wonne the Citie and made it euen fo the 
grounde leauing nothing ſtanding , be demaunded of 
Stilpo whether hae had loſt any thing of bis in this 
great ſpople: vnto whom he aunſwered, no verelp, fo; 
warre getteth no ſpople of vertue. 

Wnto the lpke ſence may the avnſwere of Socrates 
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be applyed , when Gorgjas aſked him whether ba 
thought the Perſian king happy oz not. J konwe not 
ſayd be, howe much vertue 02 diſcipline be bath, foz 
happineſſe doth not conſi in the giftes of foztunc,but 
in the grace ct vertue. But as ther is nothing moze con⸗ 
uement the enftracton foz yeutb,ſo would 43 haue them 
nurtured in ſuch a place as is renowned fo learning, 
voyde of incozrupt manners,vndefiled W vice, that (cs 
ing no vaine delyghtes, tbey may the moze eaſily abs 
ſteyn from tycencious deſy2es,they that ſtudy to picale 
the multytude art fure to-dyſplcaſe the wyſe, they that 
ſeme ta flatter rude pleople with their rude pꝛeten⸗ 
tes, leuell at great honour, hauing no ayme at hencſtp. 
Whe J was here a ſtudent in Athens, it was thought 
a great comendation foz a young ſcholler to make an 
Oꝛation extempoze;but terteinly in my iudge ment it is 
vtterly to be condfned,faz whatſoever is dene raſhly is 
done allo rawely;he that taketb:vpon bim to lpeake 
without pꝛemeditatton, kneweth neyther how to be- 
gin ne, no where to ende, but falling into a vapne of 
bablinge;vttereth thole thinges which: wyth modell ro 
be ſhould haue conceated,andfo2getteth theſe tbiuges 
thaf befo2eibe Had conceyned. An P1ationepther pen- 
ned,epdber pzemedytated , kepeth it ſehe within the 
vonds of Decorum, haue read that Pericles being at 
ſundꝛye times called of the pt ople to pleade, we ulo al 
wapes anſwere that he. was not ready:cuen after the 
ſame manner Demoſthenes being ſentfo2 to declaime 
aminocſti the multatude taydcand ſayde;J am not pet 
pꝛouded. 

And in his inuediue agaynſt Mydas, he ſemcth to 
pꝛapfe the pꝛoſitableneſſe of pꝛe meditation, J tonft ile 
ſayth hee vet Athenians, that baue ſtudyed and cen⸗ 
ſider ed dept ly wth my ſelle what to ſpcahe, ſoꝛ 3 
1 K. wytd gut rue confideration had of thoſe 
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things that are to be ſpoken, J ſhould hane'talked vn⸗ 
aduiſedly. But I ſpeake this not to this ende ta con- 
demne the ererciſe of the wit,but that J woulde not 
haue any poung ſcholler openly to exertiſe it, but when 
he ſhall grow both in age and eloquence, inſomach as 
be ſhall thzough great vſe and god memozy be able 
aptly to conceyue and readyly to vtter any thing then 
this ſaping,exrtempoze bzingeth an admiration and de- 
light to the audito2y,and ſinguler pzaiſe and commen- 
dation to the Dzatoz, Foz as be that bath long time ben 
fettered with chaynes, being releaſed, halteth thzough 
the fozce of his fozmer pꝛons, ſo he that hath bene vſed 
to a ſtrickt kinde of pleadirig,whe he ſhall talke extem⸗ 
po2e wil ſanour of his fozmer penning. But if any ſhal 
vſe it as it were a pzecept fo2 youth to tattle extempo⸗ 
re, he wil in time bꝛing them to an immoderate kinde of 
humility. A certeine Painter bzought to Appelles the 
counterfaite of a face in a table,ſaping:loe Appelles, 4 
dꝛew this eur now, wher vnto he replyed. Ir thou had 
ben ſilent, would haue iudged this picture to haue ben 
framed of the ſodein. JF meruaile that in this time thou 
couldeſt not paint many moꝛe of theſe. But returne we 
agayn, as I would haue tragical and. fatoly ſtile ſhun⸗ 
ned, lo would J haue that abiect 2 baſe ph aſe cicheued. 
fo; this ſwelling kinde of talke bath lictle modeſtpe, tor 
other nothing moucth. 

Belides this to haue the Oꝛation all one in euere 
part, neither adoꝛned with fine figures, neither ſpzinks 
led wyth chople phꝛaſes, bzingeth tedyouſneſle to the 
hearers, and argueth the ſpeaker of lyttle learning and 
lefſ: cloquence , ee ſhoulde mozeoucr talke of many 
matters, not alwatcs harpe vpon one ſtring, he that als 
wayes üngeth one note wpthout deſkant bzadeth no 
delygbt, de yp alwayes playeth one part,bzingeth loth⸗ 
lomeneſle to the care. It is varictie that mouneth the 
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minde of all men, and one thing ſayd twice (as we ſay 
commonly ) delerueth a trudge. Hume: wenide ſap, 
that it loathed him to repeat arip thing againe though 
it were neacr ſo pleaiaunt o: profitable. Tbengh the 
Roſe be ſweet pet being tyed with the Uyolct che ſmell 
is moꝛe fragraunte,though mcate nouryſh,yet haumg 
god ano} it pꝛouoketh the appetite. The fapꝛeſt noſe⸗ 
gay is made of many flowers, the ſineſt picture of ſun- 
ey colours, þ wholeſomelt medicine of diucrs bearbs: 
wherefoze it behoncth youth W all induftry to ſearch 
not onely the hard queſttons of the Philoſophers , but 
alſo the fine caſes ofthe Lawyers, not onely the quirks 
and quiddities of the L ogicians , but alſo to haue a 
ſight in the numbers of the Arithmetricians, the Try⸗ 
angles and Circles of the Geometricians,the & pbere 
and Globe of the A ſtrologians, the notes and cres 
chets of the Puſſfions,the odo conceits of the Poets. 
the ſimples of the Phiſiticns, and in all things, to the 
ende that when they hall be willed to talke of any of 
them, they may be 1gno2ant in nothing. Be that bath a 
garden plot doth al well ſow the Pothearb as the Pars 
gerom,as wel the Lake as the Lylly,as wel the whols 
ſome Jſoppe, as the faire Carnation, the which ber doth 
to the intent he may haue wholeſome hearbs as wel to 
nouriſh bis inward parts as ſwete flowers to pleaſe 
his cutward deſire, as wel fruitfull plantes to refreſh 
his ſences, as ſapꝛe ſhewes to pleaſe his ſight. Cuen 
ſo whoſoeuer that hath a Charpe and capable witte, let 
hum as wel gine his minde to ſacred knowledge of di⸗ 
uinitie, as to the pzofound ſtndy of Philoſophye, that 
by bis wit he may not onely reape pleaſure but pꝛofit, 
net onely contentation in minde,but quietneſſe in cen⸗ 

ſcience. J will pꝛoceæde in the education, 
J would haue them firſt of all to folle we PL iloſo- 
phy, as moſt auncient, pea, moſt excellent, foz as it is 
A. i). pleaſaunt 
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pleaſaunt to paſſe thozowe many fay2e cities /but moſt 


pleaſaat to dwell in the fayzet;cuen ſo fo read many 
Hiſtoꝛpes and artes it is plealaunt, but as if were to 
lodge with Philoſophy moſt p2ofiitable, 

Innwas pzctely ſaide of Bion the Philoſopher. E- 
uen as wyen the woers could not haue the companpe 
of Penelope , they ranne to hir handmapdens:ſo they 
that cannot attepne to the knowledge of Philoſophy, 
apply their mindes to thmgs moſt vyle and contemp⸗ 
tible, Wherefaze we mult p2eferre Philoſophy,as the 
onely 2inceſſe of all Sciences, and other arts as ways 
ting Papdes. Foꝛ the curing and keeping in temper of 
the body, man by his induſtry hath found two thinges, 
Phiſicke and Ererciſe,the one careth ſickeneſſe, the o⸗ 
ther pꝛeſerueth the body in temper, but there is nothing 
that may heale diſcaſes , oz cure the woundes of the 
minde but oncly Philoſophy. By this ſhall we learne 
what is honcff, what diſhoneſt, what is right what is 
w2ong,t that I map in one wozd ſay what map be ſaid, 
what is to be knowen, what is to be auopded: how we 
ought to obey our parents,. reuerence car elders, enter⸗ 
teme ſtraungers, honour Magiſtrats, loue our friends, 
lpue wyth our wines, vſe our ſeruauntes How lee 
ſhoulde wo2thippe God,bee ductifull to our Fathers, 
ſtand in awe of our ſuperiours, obep lawes, giue place 
to Dfficers, how we may choſe friendes, nurture cur 
chilozen and that which is moſt noble, how we ſhould 
neyther bee to pꝛoude tn pꝛoſperitie neither penſiue in 
aduerſitie, neither lpͤe beaſtes onercome with anger. 
And here ⁊ cannot but lament Athens, which hauinge 
ben alwaies the nurſe of Philoſcphers, doth now nou⸗ 
riſh onelp the name af Pbitoſophy. Foz tc ſpeak plain» 
ly of the diſoꝛder of Athens, who doth not ſe it 8 ſozrow 
at if- ſuch playing at dice, ſuch quaffing of dunſte, ſuch 
daliaunace with wormen,fuch dauncing, that in my o⸗ 
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pinion there is no quatfer in Flaunders ſo giuen ko tip⸗ 
plyng,no Courtter in Italy fo giuen to t iotte, no creas 
ture in the woꝛld ſo miſledde as a ſtudent in Athens, 
Such a contuſlon of degrees, that the ſcholler knoweth 
not his duety to the Bachelo2,no2 the Bacheloz to the 
Paſter, noz the Paſter to the Doctoz , Such coꝛrup⸗ 
tion of manners, contempt of Pagiſtratcs,ſuch open 
tunes, ſuch pꝛiups villanye , ſuch quarellinge in the 
ſtrætes, ſuch lubtile pzactiſes in chambers, as maketh 
my heart to melt with ſozrow to thinke of it. ſhoulde 
cauſe your mindes gentleme to be penitent to remem⸗ 
ber if, 
Po2couer who doth know a ſcholler by his habite 

Js there any bat of ſo vnſe@mcly a faſhion, any dubs 
let cf ſo longe a waſte,any hoſe ſo ſhozt,any attpꝛe, ei⸗ 
ther ſo coſtly, oz ſo courtly,epther ſo ſtraunge in was 
king,o2 ſo monſtrous in wearing, that is not we2ne ct 
a ®coller?hatic they not nowe in ſteede of blecke cloth 

blacke velnef, in ſtæde of courſe ſackecloth fine ſilke: 
Be they not moꝛe lyke courtiers then ſchollets, moze 

lyke ſtageplayers then ſtudentes, moe lyke ruffians of 
Naples then diſputers in Athens? 3 would te Cod they 

did not imitate al other natiis in the vice of the minde, 

as they doe in the attire of their body, foz ccrtcynely 
as there is no nation whoſe faſhion in apparell they do 
not vſe , ſo there is no wyckedneſſe pub!yſhed in any 
plate, that they do not p2act ſe. I thinke thet in Sodom 
and Gomora,there was ncucr ino2e filthyneſſe, neuer 

moze pꝛide in Rome, moze poyſoninge in Italy, moze 

lying in Crete, moꝛe pꝛiup ſpopling in Spaine, moze J- 

dolatry in Aegypt, then is at this dape in Athens, ne- 

uer ſuch ſedes among the Vrathens, ſuch ſchiſmes a⸗ 
mongſt the Turkes, ſuch miſbelcefe among 5 Tnfidels, 

as is now among Dchellers, 

Be there not many in Athens which thinhe there

is no Oed: no redmption? no reſurrection? 

Mbat ſhame is this gentlemen,that a place ſo res 
nowmed fo2 god learning, ſheuld be ſo ſhamed fo2 ill 
Iymng? that wbcre grace doth abounde, ſinne ſhoulde 
ſs ſuperabe und: that where the greatcſt pꝛofeſſion of 
know!cogr io, ther ſheuld alſo be the leaſt pꝛadiſing of 
boneſtie J baue read of many Uniuerſities,as of Pa- 
dua in Italy, Paris in Fraunce, Wittenberge in Ger- 
many, in England of Oxford and Cambridge, which if 
they were halfe ſo il as Athens they were to ta bad, 
and as J haue heard, as they be they be ſtat ke naught, 

But J can ſpeake the leſſe againſt them,foz that J 
was neuer in them, pet can J nat choſe but be agrie⸗ 
ued, that by repo2t J am enfo2ced rat het to accuſe them 
of vanitte, then excuſe them any way. Ah Gentlemen 
what is to bee loked fo. nap, what is not fo be fearcd, 
when tbe temple of Veſta wher Uirgins ſhould live is 
like the ſtewes fraught with trumpets, when the Al- 
ter wher nothing but ſancitte and holineſſe ſhould be 
bſed,is palinted with vncleannes, when the bninerſt- 
ties of Ch2zi\ſtendome which ſhoulde be the eyes, the 
lights, the leauen, the ſalt,the ſeaſoning of the wozld, 
are dimmed with blinde concupiſcence, put out with 
p2ide,t haue loft their ſauour with impietie? 

Is if not become a bye wo2d amongſt the common 
people, that they had rather ſende their childzen to the 
carte, tt en to the Aniuerſitie, being induced ſo to ſape, 
fo2 the abuſe that reigneth in the Tiniacrſitics , who 
ſending their ſonnes to atteine knowledge, finde them 
little better learned, but a great deale woꝛſe liued, then 
when they went, and not onelp bnth2ifts of their mo⸗ 
ney, but alſo banckerouts of god manners: was not 
this the cauſe that cauſed a imple woman in Greece, 
to exclayme agaynſt &Athens,ſaping: The Maiſter and 
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foz the one careth not how lyttle paine he taketh fo; 
bis mony,the other how lyttle learning. 

I perceiue that in Athens ther be no chaungelings! 

when of olde it was ſapd to a Lacedemonian, that all 
the Greeizns knewe honeftie, bat not one pꝛactiſed it. 
When Panathænen wer telebiated at Athens, an old 
man going to take a place was mockingly reieued, at 
the laff comming among the Laceticmonians , all the 
youth gaue him plate, which the Athenians liked wel 
olf, then one of the Spartans cryed out: Uerilythe As 
thenians know what thei bee done, but oy rover 
doe it. 
When one of the Latedernoitans: had dene fo 4 
terkeine time in Athens Teing nothing but dauncingy 
dicing, vanguetting fur ſetting, and litentious be haui⸗ 
dur, retourning home, des wat aſked how all things, 
ſtove in Athens, to whom He aunſwered all things 
are honeſt the re, meaning that the Athen ians attomp⸗ 
ted all things god and nothing dadde. 

Bow ſurh abuſes ſhould oz night bee rt dꝛeſled in 
al Uniuerſittes eſpecially m Athens, ik J were of aus 
thoꝛitie td commaund,it: ould ſone be ſ@ne, oz of tre⸗ 
dite to perfwade thoſe haut the dealings with them, 
if would ſone be ſhoWne,' * - 

+ And vntill J ſe better refo2zmation in Athens mp 
young Ephæbus, hall not be nouttured in Athens. 4 
haue ſpoken all this , that yon Centlemen might ſor 
bow the'Philofophers in Athens paactiſe nothing tclſs 
then Philofophie, what ſcholler is he that is ſo-zeatons 
at his boke as Chriſippus, who had not his mayd Nie- 
iſla thꝛuſt meate in his mouth, bad periſhed with fas 
mine, being alway fudping 2 Who ſo watchfull as 
Ariſtotle, who going fo bed would haue a bal of b:aſſe 
in his bande, that if her ſhculde ber taken ma hum⸗ 
beit might fall and awake hun? No, no, the times 
85 are 
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are chaunged as Ovid. ſapth,and we are channged in 
the times, let vs endeaueur cuerp one to amend one, 
and we ſhall all ſone be amended, let vs giue no otca⸗ 
ſion of repꝛoch, and we ſhall mozy calely beare the but⸗ 
dem of falle repoztes and ag wer ſe by Ic at nung what 
we ſhauld doe. ſo lette vs doe as lue learne, then ſhall 
Athens flouriſh, then ſhal the ſtudents be bad in great 
reputacjon, then Mall learning haue his hire, and cue- 
ry gd (holler his hope, But relourne we once again 
to Phils, +: ©: 

Ther is among&-men gtrifold kinde of life, glue 
which is about cinill function and adminiſtration of 
the common weale. @peculatiuc, which is in continu- 
all medital ion and ſludie.

Awoulde thereſoze haue my youth, ſo te bgRowe 
bis ſudie, as he may br both erer ceſt d in the eommey 
weale, to common p2ofite, and well 1mplopcd paingater 
ly foz bio owne perfecicn, ſo as by bis Nydie the rule 
der ſhall beare may be direded, and by his gouernment. 
his ſtudy may be increaſed, in this manner did Per 
cles deale in ciuill affapzes, after this ſazt did Arch1- 
tas Tarentine , Dion the Syraculiam, the Ihebane 
tp1mimides gouerne their cities. 

Fo2 the exerciſe of the body it is neceſſary alſo (err c 
what be added, that 1s, p tbe childe ſhould be at ſuct 
inmcs,permitted to recreate bimſelſe, when his minde 
ig guertome with ſtudy. tenſt dull; ng bimſelfe with 
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conte iue redily,beſides this, it will cauſe an apt compo- 
ſition : that natural ſtrength Þ it befoze reteined.A god 
compoſition of the bodye,layeth a god foundation of 
olde age, fo2 as in the fayze Summer we prepare all 
thinges neceſlar pe fo2 the colde winter, ſo god man- 
ners in youth and lawfull ererciſes be as it were vic⸗ 
tualls and nouriſhments fog age, pet are their labours 
and paſtimes ſo to be tempered, that they weaken not 
their bodyes moze by play,then otherwyſe they ſhould 
bane done by ſtudpe, and ſo to be vſed that they addict 
not themſelues moꝛe to the ererciſe of the limmes,then 
the following of learninge , the greateſt enimyes to 
diltipline, as Plato retompteth, are labours and flepe, 
It is alſo requiſite that be be expert in marcyall af- 
fapzes, in hotinge, in dartinge, that her hauke and 
bunt tog his honelt paſtime and recreation, and if af- 
ter theſe paſtimes hee hall ſeeme ſecure, nothing re⸗ 
gardinge bis bakes, J woulde not haue him ſcourged 
with ſtripes, but thzeatened with wozdes, not dulled 
wyth blowes, lyke ſeruaunts, the which the moze they 
are beaten the better they beare it, and the leſſe they 
care fo2 it,fo2 childʒen of gd diſpoſition are either in⸗ 
cited by pꝛayſe to goe foꝛ ward, oꝛ ſhamed by dyſpꝛayſe 
to commit the like offence:thoſe of obſtinate and block- 
i behautour,are nepther with wo2des to be perſwas 
ded,nepther with ſtripes to ber cozreced, Thep muſt 
nowe be taunted with ſharpe rcbukes,ftraight waics 
admoniſhed with fayze wozdes,now th2eatned a paps 
ment, by awd by pꝛomiſed a rewarde,and dealt withall 
as nurfſes do w the babes, whom after they haue made 
to try, they p2ofer the teate, but diligent herde muſt bee 
taken that he be not pꝛaiſed aboue meaſure, leaſt ſtan» 
ding to much in his owne conceit, he become alſo obſti⸗ 
nate in his owne opinions. 3 haue knowne many Fa- 
thers whoſe great loue towards their ſonnes hath ber 
KR, the 
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the cauſe in time that they laued them not, foz when 
thep ſ& a ſharpe wyt in they2 ſonne to concepue, foz 
the deſtre they haue that be ſhould ontrunne vis fcl- 
lowes, they loaden him with continuall exerciſe, which 
is tho onely cauſe that he ſinketh vnder bis burden, 
and gineth cucr in the plaine ficlde. Plantes are nous 
riſhed with little rayne, yet dzowned with mucb:cuen 
ſo the mindo with indifferent labour wareth moze pers 
fect, wyth much ſtudye it is made kruitleſſe. Wo muſt 
conſider that al our Iyfe is deuided info remiſſion and 
ſtudy. 
As there is watchinge , ſo is there ll pe:as there 
is wartc, ſo is there peate: as there is winter; ſo is 
there @ummer:as there be many wozking dapes, ſo ls 
there alſo many holpdapes:and if J may ſpeake all in 
one wo2d,eaſe is the ſauce of labour, which in plapne- 
iy to bee ſ@ne,not onely in lining thinges, but alſo in 
thinges wythout lpfe. We vnbend the bow that wa 
mape the better bende him, we vnloſe the Harpe, that 
we may the ſoner tune him, the body is kept in health 
as well with faſting as eating, the minde healed wyth 
eaſe,as well as W labour, thoſe parents are in minde 
to be miſlpked which commit the whole care of they? 
childe to the cuſtodye of a hyzelinge, nepther aſktnge, 
neyther knowinge howe they? childzen p2ofite in lear- 
ning. Foz ik the Father were deſirous to examine bis 
ſonne in that which he bath learned, the maſter would 
be moze carefull what be did teach. But ſœing the (a 
ther careleſſe what they learne, ha is alſo ſeture what 
he tehcheth, that notable ſaping of the hoxſekepor mar 
bert vic applped, which lapd, nothing dpd ſo fatte the 
ho2ſe as the eye of the king. Mozecuer J would haue 
the inemo2 ye of childzen continuaily to be exerecypſed. 
which is the greafeſt furtheraunce to learninge that 
can ber, 
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Foz this cauſe they fayned in their olde fables me⸗ 
moꝛy to be the mother of perfection. Childzen are to be 
chaſtyſed if they ſhal vſe any filthy 02 vnſemely talke, 
foz as Democrates ſayth, the wozde is the ſhadow of 
the wozke:they muſt bee curteous in their behamour, 
lowly in they ſpeach, not diſdapning they? cockmates 
oz refraining their company:they muſt not live wan⸗ 
tonly,neither ſpeake impudently,nepther angry wyth⸗ 
ont cauſe,neither quarellous without colour. A young 
man beeing peruerſe in nature and pzoud in woꝛds and 
manners, gaue Socrates a ſpurne, who beeing moued by 
his fellowes to giug him an other, if ſapde Socrates an 
Aſſe bad kycked mer, would you alſo haue mg to kick 
him agapne, the greateſt wiſdome in Socrates in com- 
p:eſſing his anger is wozthy great commendation, 
Architas T arentine,returning from warre and finding 
his ground ouergrowen w weeds, and turned bp wyth 
Mowies, ſent foz his farmour, vnto whome bee ſapde, 
if J were not angry J would make tha repent thy ill 
buſband2p. Plato hauing a ſeruaunt whoſe bliſſe was 
in filling of hys belly,ſeing him on a tyre idle 4 vn- 
boneft in behauiour, ſapd, out of my ſight, fo: J am in- 

tenſed wpth anger. | 

Although theie enſamples be hard fo imitate, pet 
ſhould euerp man doe his endenour to repꝛeſſe that hot 
and heady humoz which he is by nature ſubieck vnto. 
To be ſilent and diſcreefe in companpe, though many 
thinke it a thing of no great wayaht oz tmpoztarinee, 
pet is it moſt requiſite fo: a young man and moſt n£- 
ceſlary foz my E-ph:xb4s | It neuer hath bene hurtful 
to any to holde his peace, to ſpeake, damage to many, 
what ſo is kept in ſilence is huſht, but whatſceucr 15 
babled out, cannot agame be recalled Wle may ſe the 
cunning and curious work of Nature, which hath bar- 
red and hedged nothing in ſo ſtronglpe, as the tongue, 
1 1}, with 
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with two rowes of teeth, therewith two lips,beſides 
ſhe bath placed it farre from the heart, that it ſhoulde 
not vtter that which the heart had conceyued, this al- 
ſo ſhoulde cauſe vs to be ſilent, ſ&inge thoſe that vſe 
much talke, though they ſpeake truely are neuer bele&- 
ued , Wypne therefoze is to be refrained which is ter⸗ 
med to be the glaſſe of the minde, & it is an olde Pꝛo⸗ 
uerbe, Whatſoeuer is in the heart of the ſober man, 
is in the mouth of the dzunckarde . Bias holdinge his 
tongue at a feaſt , was tearmed there of a tatler to be 
a fle, oho ſaid, is there any wiſe man that can holde 
his tongue amidſt the wine; vnto whom Bias anſwered, 
there is no fle that can. 

A certeine Gentleman here in Athens, inuited the 
Kings Legates fo a coſtly and ſumptuous feaſt, where 
alſo he aſſembled many Philoſophers, + talking of di⸗ 
uers matters, both of the common weale and learning, 
onely Zeno ſaid nothing. Then the ambaſſadozs ſayd, 
what ſhall we ſhewe of ther D Zeno to the kinge, No- 
thing aunſwered he, but that there is an olde man in 
Athens that amiddeſt the pottes could holde his peace, 
Anacharſis ſupping with Solon, was founde a fleepe, 
hauing his right hande befoze his mouth, his left vpon 
his pztuifies, wherby was noted that the tongue ſhould 
be rapned wyth the ſerongeſt bzydle,Zeno bycauſe he 
woulde not be enfozced to reueale any thing agapnſt 
dis wyll by toꝛments, bit of his tongue & ſpit it in the 
face of the ty2anf, 

Nowe when childzen ſhall by wiſdome and ble 
refrapne from onermuch tatling, lette them alſo be ad- 
monylhed that when they ſhall ſpeake,they ſpeake no⸗ 
thing but truth, to lpe is a vice moſt deteſtable, not to 
bee ſuffercd in a laue, much leſſe n a ſonne . But the 
greateſt thing is yet behinde, whether that thoſe arc 
to bee admytted as cockemates wyth childzen which 
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_—_— them entirely, oz whether tbep be to be baniſhed 

When | as J\& many fathers moze cruell to their 
childzen then carefull of them, which thinke it not ne⸗ 
ceſſary to haue thoſe about them that moſt tender 
them, then J am halte as it were in a doubt to giue 
counſaple. But when J call to mo remembꝛsunce So- 
crates, Plato, Xenophon, Eſchines, Sæbetes, and all 
thoſe that ſo much commende the lone of men, which 
bane alſo bzought vp many to great rule, reaſon and 
pietie, then J am encouraged to imitate thoſe whoſe 
excellencie doth warrant my pꝛecepts to be perfed. It 
any ſhall loue the childe foz his comely countenaunce, 
him would à haue to be baniſhed as a moſt daunge⸗ 
rous and infections beaſt, if be ſhall loue him foz his 
fathers ſake 02 foz his own god qualities, him would 
I haue to be with him alwayes as ſuperniſour of his 
manners: ſuch hath it bene in times paſt, the loue of 
one Athenian to the other, and of one Lacedemonian 
to the other 

But hauing ſaide almoſt ſufficient fo2 the educati- 
on of a childe,J wil ſpeake two wo2zds,how he ſhould 
be trapned when he groweth in peares. J cannot but 
miſlyke the Nature of diuers Parents which appoint 
ouerſeers and tutours foz their childzen in their tender 
age, and ſuffer them when they come to be young men, 
to haue the b2idle in their owne hande , knowing 
not that age requireth rather a harde ſnaffle then a 
pleaſant bit, and is ſoner allured to wickedneſſe then 
childehode, 

— Who knoweth not the eſcapes of childꝛen, as they 
are ſmal ſo they are ſone amendedꝛeither with thzeats 
they are to be remedied,o2 with fair pꝛomiſes to be re- 
warded, But the ſinnes and faults of poung men are 
almoſt oz altogether intollerable, which giue them⸗ 
R. iij. ſelues 
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ſelues to be delycate in their dyet, pꝛodigal in their er⸗ 
pence, vſing dicing,dauncing,d2onkennelle,deflowzing 
of virgins,abuſing wines, committing adulteries,and 
accounting all things honeſt that are moſt deteſtable. 
Pere there oze mult be vſed a due regard that their 
luſt may be repꝛeſſed, their ryot abated, their courage 
cooled, fo2 harde it is to ſe a yeung man to be maiſter 
of himſelfe, which peeldeth him ſelfe as it were a bond 
lane to fonde and ouerlaſhing affections . Wrſe Pas 
rents ought to take god heede,eſpecially at this time, 
they frame their ſonnes to modeſtie, either by thzeats 
oz by rewards,epther by fair pzomiſes 02 ſeuere'pzac- 
tiſes, epther ſhewing the miſeries of thoſe that haue 
bene ouercome with wildnes,oz the happines of them 
that haue conteined themſelues within the bandes of 
reaſomtheſe two are as it wer the enſignes of veitue. 
the hope of honour,the feare of puniſhment. But chief- 
ly parfts muſt cauſe their youthes to abandon the ſo⸗ 
tietie of thoſe which are noted of enill lining 4 lewde 
be hauiour, which Pithagoras ſæmed ſomwhat obſcur- 
ly to note in theſe his ſayings, 

Firſt, that one ſhould abſteine from the taſt of thoſe 
things that haue blacke taples. That is we muſt not 
vſe the company of thoſe whoſe coꝛrupt manners doe 
as it were make their lyfe blacke. Not to goe abeuc 
the ballaunce,that is, to reuerence Juſtice, neither fo; 
feare 02 flatterie to leane vnto any one parciallp, not to 
lpe in idleneſſe, that is, that oth ſhould be abhozred : 
That we ſhould not ſhake cuery man by the hande : 
That is, we ſhould not contra friendſhippe with al! 
Not to weare a ſtrayte ring: That is that we ſhoult 
leade our lpfe, ſo as wee nede not fo fetter it with 
chapnes: Not to bꝛing fire to a flaug nter: That is , 
me muſt not pꝛouoke any that is furious with worde 
Not to eate our heartes: That ts, that we ſhoulde 

not 
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not vexe our ſelues with thoughts conſume our bodies 
with \ighes, with ſobs, oz with cars to pine cur cars 
calles; to abſteine from beanes, that is not to meddle 
in ciuile affaires oz buſineſſe of the common weale, ſoʒ 
in the olds times the election of Pagiltratcs was made 
by the pullyng of beanes. Not to put cur meat in Scas 
pio: that is, we ſhould not ſpeake of manners oz bers 
tue, to thoſe whoſe mindes are infected with vice 
Not to retire when we are come to the ende of our 
race: Chat is,when we are at the poynt of death we 
ſhould not be oppzeſſed with griefe,but willngly peeld 
to Raturd But J will retourne to my fozmer pꝛe⸗ 
cepts: that 85 that poung men ſhould bee kept from 
the company of thofe that are wicked eſpecially from 
the light of h flatrerer. Foz J ſay now as J haue often 
times befoze ſapde, that there is no kinde of beaſt ſo 
noplome as the flatterer;nothing that will-ſoncr ton⸗ 
ſume both the ſenne.4 the kather 4 all honeſt friendes. 
When the Father exyozteth the ſonne to fobzictte, 
the flatterer pꝛouoketh hun to Wine, when the Fa- 
ther woaneth them to continencte-, the flatterer allu⸗ 
reth them to luſt, when the Father admoniſheth them 
to thzlte, the flatterer haleth'them to pꝛodigalptie, 
when the Father incourageth them to labour, the flat⸗ 
terer lapeth a cuſhicn vnder bis elbowe , to leepe , 
bidding them to rate, dzincke, and to be merry, fo2 that 
the lyfe al man is ſone gane, and but as a ſhoꝛt ſhads 
dowe, and ſ&ing that we haue but a while to lyue, 
who woulde-lyuo:lyke a ſeruaunt ? They ſape that 
yow their fathers be oloe;and o6ate thzough' age lyke 
Saturnws,- * on? 14117441 7 1 
Heœreoſſ it commeth that poung men giuing not on 
ly attentiue eare but ready copne to flatterers, fall ins 
to ſuch miſfoztune + beereoff it pꝛoctedeth that they 
haunt the ſtewes, marp beſoze they be wile, 1 — 
efoze 
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befoe they thꝛiue. Theſe be the beaſts which lyne by 
the trenchers of young gentlemen,and conſume the 
treaſures of their reuenewes, theſe be they that ſoth 
young youths in all their ſayings,that vpbold them in 
ali their doings with a yea oz a nay,theſe be they that 
are at euery becke, at euery nod, fre men by foztune, 
flaues by fre will, 

Wherfoze if ther be any fathers that would haue 
bis childzen nurtured and bzought vp in honeſtie, let 
him erpell theſe Panthers which haue a ſwerte ſmell 
but a deuouring minde: petwould J not haue parents 
altogether pꝛeciſe, 02 ta ſeuere in cozrection, but lette 
them with mildeneſſe fozgine lyght effences,4 remem- 
ber that they themſelues haue bene young, as Þ Phiſi- 
tion by minglyng bitter poyſons with werte lyquoꝛ, 
b:ingeth health to the body, ſo the Father with ſharpe 
rebukes ſeaſoned with loning lobes cauſeth a redzeſſe 
and amendement in his childe. But if the: Father ber 
thꝛougbly angry vppon god occaſion, let him not con- 
tinue bis rage, foꝛ J had rather he ſhould be ſone an- 
gry then hard to be pleaſed, fo: when the ſonne ſhall 
perceiue that the Father bath conceiued rather a hate 
then a heate agaynſt him, hee becommeth-deſperate, 
neyther regarding bis fathers ire, neytber his owne 
duette. 

Some lyght faults lette them diſlemble as though 
they knew them not, 4 ſeeing them let them not ſeme 
to (e& them, and hearing them, lette them not ſeme to 
beare. We can eaſely fo2get p offences of our friends 
be they neuer ſo great, any ſhall wer not fozaiue the 
eſcapes of our childꝛen be they neuer ſo ſmall 2 Ma 
beare oftentimes with our ſeruaunts, and ſhal ive not 
ſometimes with our ſonnes: the fapꝛeſt Jerinef is ru- 
led as well with the wande as with the ſpurre, the 
wildeſt child is as ſone cozteded with a-w02d as with 
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a weapon Af thy ſonne be ſo ſtubburne obſtinatelp to 
rebel againſt ther, oꝛ ſo willul to perſener in his wicked- 
nelle, that neither foz fears of puniſhment, neyther ſoz 
hope of reward, he is any way to be reclaymed, then 
lecke out ſome mariage fit fo} his degree, which is tbe 
ſureſt bond of youth,and the ſtrongeſt chapne to fet- 
ter affections that can be found. Pet let his wife be ſuch 
a one as is neither much moze noble in birth oz farre 
moze richer in gods, but accozding to the wyſe ſaying: 
choſe one euer way, as nere as may be equall in both: 
foz they that do defire great dow zyes do rather mary 
themſelnes fo the wealth then to their wyfe, But to 
returne to the matter, it is moſt requiſite that Fathers 
both by they? diſcreet founſaple, and alſo their honeſt 
conuerſation, be an example of imitation to tbey? chil» 
dzen,Þ they ſeing in they; parſts;as it were in a glafſe, 
the perfection of manners, they may be enceuraged ly 
they vpꝛight lining to pzactife tht like piette:Fo0z if a 
father rebuke his child of wearing, and he bimfadfe a 
blaſphemoꝛ, dotij he not ſte that in deteaing his lonnes 
vice, det alſo noteth his owne- If the father counſaile 
the ſonne to refrayne wine as moſt vnwholr ſome, and 
deinke hymfelfe imioderatelp deth de not as well 
repzone his otone follp, as rebuke his ſonnes? Age al- 
way ought to be a myzrour foz vouth, fo: where olde 
age is impudent, there certeynly youth muſt nerds bee 
ſhameleſſe, where the aged haue no reſpect of they? ho⸗ 
noꝛable and grap bhaires, ther tbe young gallants haue 
little regard of their honeſt behanioar;+x in ene we zd to 
conclude all, where age is paſt grauitie there pouth is 
paſt grace. The ſum cf al where with J would haue my 
Ephæbus endned,x+ how J would haue him inftructed, 
ſhal bziefly appeare in this following, Firſt, that he be 
of honeſt parents;nurſed of his mother, bought cp in 
ſuch a place as is ern foz the axze and mans 
R ners 
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of pꝛofound knowledge, of abſolnte perfection,y be in 
ſtraded in Philoſopby,wherby he may atteyn learning, 
t haue in all ſciences a ſmack, whereby be may readyly 


diſpute of aux thing, That his body be kept in bis pure 


ſtrength. by honel exeraſe,his wit andmomazyby dis 
ligent Eudy,.- + -., 

That be 21800 all allurements of vice,and con- 
tinually enclyne fo vertue, which if it ſhall as it may 
come fo paſſe,then do J bope that ifeuer Plataes com- 
mon weale ſhal flouriſh,that my Ephæbus ſhall bee a 


citizen, ; if Ariſtptle fined anyhappy mqn it wil be my 


childe, i Tully confeſſe any to be an abſolute Dzatoz, 
if will be my young youth. J am here therefoze gen⸗ 


tlemen to exboꝛt vou, that with all induſtry you apply 


pour mindes to the ſtudy of Philoſophy, that as pou 


pꝛofeſſe your ſelues ſtudents, ſo you may be ſtudents, 


that as you diſdaine not the name of a ſcholler,ſo von 
will not be found vopde of the duetie of ſchollers, let 
not your mindes be caryed away w vayne delights, as 


with trauailing into farre 4 ſtraunge countries, where 


ycu ſhall ſe moze wickednes,then learne verſus & wit, 
Neither with.coltly attyꝛe of the newe cut, the Dutch 


bat,the French hoſe,tbe Spaniſh rapier, the Italian hilt, 


and J know not what? 

Caſt not pour epes on the beautyof women,lea(t 
pe caſt away pour hearts with folly,let nat that fond 
loue, wberewith youth .fatteth bunſelfe as; fatte as a 
fle infect you,fo2 as a ſinewe being cut thaugh it ber 
healed, there will alwayes remapne a ſcarre;oz as fine 
lynnen ſtayned with blacke ynke,though it ber waihs 
ed neuer ſo often, wyll haue an pꝛon Powle: ſo the 
minde once mangled oz maymed wyth lone, though 
it bee neuer ſo well cured wyth reaſon, oz coled by 


n there will appeatt a ſcarre by the which 
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one may gelle the minde hath bene perced,and a blem⸗ 
miſh whereby one may iudge the heart hath ben ay- 
ned, 

Refraine from dicing, which was the onely cauſs 
that Pyreus was ſtriken to the heart, from dauncinge 
which was the meanes that loſt Iohn-Baptifts head, 
J am not he that will diſallo we honeſt recreation, al- 
though J deteſt the abuſes, J ſpeake boldely vnto you 
bicauſe Amp ſelfe know pou: what Athens hath bene, 
what Athens is, what Athens ſhall be J can geſſe:Let 
not euery-jnne and Alehouſe in Athens be as it were 
your chamber,frequent notthoſe ozvinary tables where 
either foz the deſire of delicate cates, o2 the metinge 
of youthfull companions, ve both ſpend pour money 
vainelp and pour tune idlp, imitate him in life whom 
ye honour fo2 his learning. Arittotle who was neuer 
ſ#ne in the companie of thoſe that idly beſtowed their 
time. 

There is nothing moze ſwiffer then time, nothing 
moꝛe (weter, wer haue not as Seneca ſaith little time 
to liue, but wee lerſe muche, neither haue wa a thozt 
lyfe by Pature, but wer make it ſhozter by naugbty⸗ 
neſſe, our life is long if we know how to vſe it. Follow 
Appelles that cunming and wiſe Painter,which would 
lette no day paſſe ouer his head, wythout a lyne,with- 
out ſome labour. Jt was pzetely ſayde of Hehodas, 
lette vs endeauour by reaſon to excell beaſtes,ſeinge 
beaſts by nature excell men, although ſtrickelp taken 
it be not ſo, foʒ that man is endewed with a ſoule, vet 
taken touching their perfection of ſences in they2 kinde 
it is molt certeine . Doth not the Lyon fo? ſtrength, 
the Turtle foz loue,the Ante ko: labour ercel! man: 

Doth not the Cagle ſ&@£lerer, the Uulter ſmell better, 

the Bowie bcare lyghtlyer - Let vs therefoze endea⸗ 

uour to excell in vertue, ſæ ing 8 of the body 
ij. we

we are inſeriour to bealtes And here Jam molt ears 
neſtly to exhozt you to modolly in your brhauidur,to 
ductye to your elders , to dylligence in pour ſtudpes. 
J was of late in Italy, where mine-earrs giosd, and 
my heart was galled to beare the abuſes tbat reygne 
in Athens: J cannot teil whether thoſe things ſpzang 
by the lewde and lying lippes of the ignoꝛaunt, which 
are alwapes enimpes to learning, oz by the repozts of 
ſacy as ſawe them and ſozrowed at them. Ft was open- 
ip repoztod of an olde man in Naples that there was 
m2:e ligbtneſſe in Athens then in all Italy,moze wan- 
ton youths of ſchollers,then in al Europe beſives,moze 
Papiſts,moze Atheiſts,moze ſects,moze ſchifmes, then 
in all the Ponarches in the wozlde,which things al- 
though JI tbincke they bee not true, pet can J not but 
lament that they ſhould be deemed to be true, and J 
feare me they be not alfogether falſe,there can no great 
ſmoke arpſe,but there muſt be ſome fire, no greate re⸗ 
pozte wythout great ſuſpition. Frame therefoze pour 
lyues to ſuch integritye,your ſtudyes fo atteininge of 
ſuch perfecion,that neyther the might of the ſtronge, 
nepther the mallyce of the weake, neyther the ſwyft 
repoztes of the ignozaunt be able to ſpotte pon wyth 
diſhoneſtie, oꝛ note pou of vngodlyneſſe. The grea⸗ 
teſt harme that you can doe vnto the enuious, is to do 
well, the greateſt cozaſiue that you can giue vnto the 
ignozaunte, is to pꝛolper in knowledge, the greateſt 
comfozte that you can beſtowe on your parents is fo 
lpue well and learne weil, the greateſt commoditie 
that pou can peelde vnto pour Countrep, is with wiſe⸗ 
dome to beſtowe that talent, that by grace was giucn 
vou. 

And heere J cannot choſe but giue you that counſel 
that an olde man in Naples gaue mie moſt wiſely , al- 
though J bad then neither grace fo followe it, ney- 
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ther will fo giue eare fo it,deſiring you not fo reject it 
bicauſe J did once deſpiſe it. It was this as J can 
remember wo2d foz wozd. | 

Deſtende into your owrie conſcfences , tonſider 
with your ſelues the grent difference bettieenc faring, 
and ſtarke blinde, witte and wifedetne , lone and 
luſt: bet merry bat with modeſtie, ber ſober but not to 
fallen; b@ valyaunt but not tw venterous, let your at- 
tire be comely but not to coſtly, your dyet wholeſome 
but not exceſſine, vſe paſtime as the woꝛd impozteth, 
to paſſe the time in honeſt recreation , PMittruſt no 
man without cauſe, neither ber per crednfous without 
p;ofe, be not lyght to followe enery mans opinion, 
neither obſt inate to ſfand in pour owne conceits:ſcrue 
Cod, feare God, loue God, and God will bleffe you, 
as either pour hearts can wifh,o2 your friendes dcftre, 
This was his graue and godly adnife, whoſe counſell 
J woulo haue pou all to follow, frequent lectures, vſe 
diſputacions openly, neglect not pour pꝛiuate ſfudyes, 
let not degr&s be ginen foz lone but fo ſearning,not 
ko; mony, but foz knowledge, and bicauſe you ſhall be 
the better-enconraged fo follow my counſell,J wil be 
as it were an example my ſelfe deſiring you all to imi⸗ 
fate me. | 

Euphues hauing ended his viſceurſe,q finiſhed thoſe 
precepts which he though neceſſary fo the inſtructing 
of pouth, gaue his minde fo the continuall ſtudie of 
Pbiloſophte, inſomuch as he became publique Reader 
in the Uninerſitie, with ſuch commendation as neuer 
any befoze him, in the which he continued foz the ſpace 
of tenne peares, only ſearching out the ſecrets of Na- 
ture t the hidden miſteries of phile ſophy, 1 hauing col- 
lected inta th2& volumes his lectures, thorght foz the 
pꝛofile of young ſchollers to ſette them fo2th in p2int, 
which if he had done, J would alſo in this his Ano⸗ 
ii. tomie 
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tomie haue inſerted,but be altering his determination 
fell into this diſcourſe with himſeſfe. ; 

Why Euphues art thou fo addicted to the ſtudy of 
tbe Heathen, that thou halt koꝛgetten thy God in bea⸗ 
ven? ſhal thy wit be rather employed to the atteining 
of. humayne wiſedome then dinine knowledge? Js As 
riſtotle moze deare to thee with his bokes: then Cbꝛiſt 
with his bloud? What cõfoꝛt canſt thou finde in Phi- 
loſophy foz thy guiltie conſcience? What hope of the 
reſurrection? what glad tidings of the Goſpell: 

Conſider with thy ſelle that thou art a gentleman, 
pea, and a Gentile,aud if thou negled thy calling thou 
art woꝛſe then a Iewe. Poſt miſerable is the eſtate of 
thoſe Gentlemen, which thinke it a blemmiſh to their 
aunceſlours, and a blot to their owne gentrie, to read 
oz pzactize.Diuinitie , - They thinke it now ſufficicnt 
foz their fclycitie to ryde well vppon a great hozſe,to 
hawke,to hunt, to haue a ſmacke in Philoſopie , ney- 
ther thinking of the beginning of wiſevome, nepther 
the ende which is Chꝛiſt: only they accompt diuinitie 
moſt contemptible, which is and ought to be moſt no⸗ 
table. Without this there is no Lawyer be he neuer 
ſo clequet,no PPhiſition bs he neuer ſo excelet,no Phi- 

loſopher be he neuer lo learned, no King no Keyſar, 
be he neuer fo royall in birth, lo polptique in peace, ſo 
expert in warre, ſo valpaunt in pꝛoweſſe, but hee 1s lo 
be deteſted and abho2zred. Farewell therefo2e the fine 
and filed phꝛaſes of Cicero, the pleaſaunt Eligves of 
Ouid,the depth and pzofound knowledge of Ariſtotle, 
Farewell Rhetho2icke,farewell Philoſophic,farewe! 
all learning which is not ſpzong from the bowells cf 
the holp Bible. 

Ju this learning ſhal we finde milke fo2 the weake, 
aud marrow fo2 the ſtrong , in this (hall we ſe ht 
che ignozaunt may be mit ut?d, the ebſtinate con; ns 

ted 
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ted, the penikont comfozted, the wicked puniſhed 4 the 
godly pzolerued,Dh-J would Gentlemen would foms 
times.ſequelter themſelues from their own delyghts, 
and employ their wits in ſearching theſe heauenly and 
ditinemiltvries:. It is common yea and lamentable, 
to ſe that it a-young'youth:, baue the giftes of Ra⸗ 
ture; as a ſhatpe witte, 02 of Foztune , as ſufficient 
wealth to maynteine them, he-employeth the one, in 
the vaine inuentions of loue, the other in the vile-bza- - 
uerie of pꝛide, the one in the paſſions of his minde and 
pzaiſes of his Lavpthe otber in futniſding of his body 
and furthering of his4uſt,heroffitcommeth that ſuch 
vaine ditties, ſuch idle ſonets,ſuch enticing ſongs, are 
ſet fozth-to the gaze of the wozld and griefe of the god⸗ 
ly.J my ſelfe know none ſo il as wy ſelf; who in times 
paſt haue ben ſo ſuperſticioulſly addicted, 5 J thought 
no heauen to the Paradiſe of loue,no angel to be com- 
pared ta my Lady}but as repentauncv hath cauſed me 
to leaue and loath ſuch vaine delights, ſo wiſdome hath 
opened vnto me the perfect gate to eternall ſyfe. 

| Beſides this J my ſelfe baue thought that in dint- 
nitie there could bee no eloquence, which J might imi⸗ 
tate, no pleaſaunt inuention which J might follow no 
delyrate phꝛaſe that might delight me, but now J ſe 
that in the ſacred knowledge of Gods will, the onelp 
eloquence, the true and perfect phꝛaſe, the teſtimony of 
ſaluation doth abide. and ſeing without this, al learning 
is ignoꝛauntce, al wiſdome moze folly, all witte plaine 
bluntnes, al Juſtice iniquitie, al eloquence barbariſme, 
all beautie defozmitie.

And certein⸗ 
ly it may be ſaid of learning, as it was fained of Nec. 
tar the dzinke of the Gods, the which the moꝛe it was 
dꝛonk, the moze it would onerflow the bzim of the cup, 
neither is it farre vnlyke the tone that groweth in the 
riner of Caria,the which the moze it is cut the moze it 
encreaſeth. And it fareth wyth bim that followeth it 
as w him that hath the dꝛoplle, who the moze he dꝛink⸗ 
eth the moze he thirſteth, Mherefoze in my minde the 
ſtudent is at leſſe caſe then the Dre p dzawetb,oz the 
Aſſe that caryeth his burthen,who neyther at the b&o2d 
when others eate is vopd of labour, neyther in his bed 
when others llerpe is without meditation.

Bow much moze 
ought we with all diligence, ſtudy e induſtry,ſpend our 
ſhozt pilgrimage in the lerkinge out of our ſaluation. 
Uaine is Philoſophy, vaine is Phifick,vaine is Lawe, 
vaine is al Learning Wout þ taſt of diuine knowledge. 
J was determined to w2ite notes of philoſophy, which 
had ben to feede pou fat with folly,yet p J might ſame 
neyther idle, neyther you euil imployed, J haue bere (ct 
downe a bztef2 diſcourſe which of late J haue had with 
an hereticke which kept me from idleneſſe, Z may if you 
read it deterre you from hereſie. It was with an A- 
theylt,a man in my opinion monſtrous, yet tractable tc 
be perſwaded, By this hal you (ſc the abſurde dotage de 


him that thinketh ther is yo god oz an vnſufficient god

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pet he&re ſhall you finde the ſumme of fayth which iu⸗ 
ſtiſteth onely in Chꝛiſt, tb weakneſle of the lawe, the 
ſtrength ofthe goſpell. and the knowledge of gods wil. 
Heere ſhall pe finde hope if you be in diſpaire,comfozt 
if ye be diſtreſſed,if ye thirſt dꝛinke, meate if pe hun⸗ 
ger, if ye feare Moſes who ſaith, without you fulfil the 
lawe you ſhall periſh. Beholde Ch2ift, which ſayth , Y 
baue ouercommen the law. And that in theſe deſperate 
dates wherein ſo many ſectes are ſowen, and in the 
wapning of the wozld, wherein ſo many falſe Chꝛiſtes 
are come, you might haue a certeintie of your ſaluati⸗ 
on. meane to ſet downe the touchſtone wherevnto e⸗ 
gery one ought to truſt, and by the which euery 
one ſhould trie himſelfe, which if vou fol-

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I THEOS, J am gladde Eu- 
27 phues that J baue fonnde ther 
at lealure, partip that we might 
de merry, x partly that J night 
Nee be perſwaded in a thing that 
A $,& much troubled my conſcience . 
Ic is concerning God, There 
— — be many that are ot this minde, 
that t there is a God whom they tearme the creatoz of 
all thinges,a God whom they call the ſonne, the red&- 
mer of the wozld, a God whom they name the holy 
Ghoſt the wozker of all things, the comfozter,the ſpi⸗ 
rite,and pet are they of this opinion alſo, that they be 
but one God, coequall in power,coeternall, inctompꝛe⸗ 
henſible, and pet a Trinitie in perſon. J foz my part als 
though J am not ſo credulous to bela ue their curious 
opinions, pet am J deſirous to heare the reaſons that 
ſhoulde dzine them into ſuch fonde and frantick ima⸗ 
ginations, Fo2 as J knowe nothing to be ſo abſarde 
which ſome of the Philoſophers baue not defended, ſo 
thinke J nothing lo erronious which ſome of our Ca⸗ 
tholikes haue not mainfeined . If there were as dt- 
uers dzeame, a God that woulde reuenge the oppꝛeſ⸗ 
ſion of the widdowes and fathcricſſe, that would re⸗ 
warde the zeale of the mercifull , pitie the poꝛe, and 
pardon the penitent, then woulde the people cyther 
ande in greater awe,o2 owe moze loue towards their 
God . J remember Tully diſputing of the nature of 
Gods, bzingeth Dioniſius as a ſcoffer of ſuch vayne 
and deniſed Deities , who ſing Aeſculapius wyth a 
long bearde of golde , and Appollo his father bcards 
leſſe, plaped the Barber and __ it from him ſaying, 
LU. it 
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it was not decent that tbe ſonne ſhould haue a beard 
and the father none. Steing alſo Iupiter with an oꝛna⸗ 
ment of golde, toke it from him telking thus, in Þum- 
mer this aray is to heauy, in Winter to colde, here 
I leane one of wollen both warmer foz the colde and 
{ygbter fo2 the beate. Yee comming alſo into the Tem, 
ple where certeine of the gods with golden gifts ſtret- 
ched cut their hands,toke them all away,ſaying: Who 
wil be ſo madde as to refuſe things ſo gently offered, 
Doſt thou not ſ& Euphues what ſmall accompt be 
made of their gods, fo at the laſt ſailing into his coun⸗ 
trey with a pzoſperous winde, her laughing ſayd, log 
ſee you not my Paſters, bowe well the Gods rewarde 
our Sacriledge. J coulde rehearſe infinite opinions 
of excellent men who in this pointe holde on my ſide, 
but eſpecially Protagoras , And in my indgement , if 
there ber any God, it is the wozlde wherein we line, 
that is the onely God , what can we beholde moze no- 
ble then the wozlo,moze fayze,moze beautyfull, mozg 
glozyous* what moze maieſticall to the ſight, oꝛ moze 
conſtant in ſubſkance-But this by the way Euphues, J 
haue greater and moꝛe foꝛcible arguments to confirme 
my opinion,and to confute the erroꝛs of thoſe that ima⸗ 
cine that there is a God, But firſt J woulde gladly 
heare thee ſhape an aunſwere to that which J haue 
ſapd, foꝛ wel F know Þ thou art not onely one of thoſe 
which bele&ne that there is a GDD, but of them alſo 
which are ſo pꝛeciſe in honouring him, that they bar 
ſcarce wiſe in belping themſelnes, 

Euphues , If my hope ( Atheos ) were not better 
fo conuert thee, then my happe was here to conferre 
wyth thee,my heart would bzeake fo2 griefe, whiche 
beginneth freſhly to blede oz ſozrow,theu haſt ſtro⸗ 
ken me into ſuch a ſheuering and colde terroz at the re⸗ 
hearünge cf this thy monſtrous opinion, that J loke 
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tuet y minute when the grounde ſhould open to ſwal⸗ 


low ther vp, and that GDD which thon kno welt not 


ſhoulde with thunder from heauen ffrike th& to Pel. 
Was there euer Barbarian ſo ſence leſſe, euer miſcre- 
aunt ſo barbarous that did not acknowledge a lyuing 
and euerlaſting Ichouah? J cannot but tremble at the 
remembzaunce of his Paieſtie, and doſt thou make it 
a mockerie: O iniquitie of times, O coꝛruption of mis 
ners, O blaſphemie againſt the heauens. The Heathen 
man ſaith,yea that Tully whom thou thy ſelfe allead⸗ 
geſt, that there is no nation ſo barbarons, no kinde of 
people ſo ſauage in whom refteth not this perſwaſion 
that there is a God, t enen they that in other parts of 
their life ſ&me very little to differ from bzute beaſts, 
doe continually kepe a certeine ſ@de of Religion, ſo 
thzoughly hath this comms pzinciple poſſeſſed all mens 
mindes, and ſo faſt it ſficketh in all mens bowells. 
Yea Jdolatrie it ſelfe is ſufficient pzofe of this pers 
ſwaſton,foz we ſe how willyngly man abaſeth himſelf 
to honour other creatures, to doe homage to ſtockes, 
to goe on pilgrimage to Images, if therefoꝛe man ras 
ther then he would haue no God doe wozſhip a ſtone, 
how much moze art thon duller then a tone, which 
goeſt againſt the opinion of all men. 

Plato a Philoſopher would often ſay, there is one 
whom we map cal God omnipotent, alozious,immoz-s 
tall, vnto whoſe ſimilytuds we that crepe here on the 
earth hane our ſoules framed, What can be ſayd moze 
of a Veathen, yea, what moꝛe of a Ch2iſttan? | 
Ariſtotle when he could not finde out by the ſecrecie 
of Nature the cauſe of the ebbing and flowing of the 
Dea,cryed out with a lowd voyce.D thing cf things 
haue mercy vppon me. 

Cleanthes alleadged fonre cauſes, Which might in

teing of things to come, the ſecond by the infinite com- 
modities which we daply reape,as by the temperature 
of the apꝛe, the fatneſſe of the earth, the fruitfulneſſe 
of trees, plants and hearbes , the aboundannce of all 
things tbat may eyther ſerue ſoz the neceſſifie of ma⸗ 
np, 02 the ſuperfluitie of a few, the thirde by the ter⸗ 
ro; that the minde of man is ſtroken into, by lyghte- 
nings, thunderings, tempeſts, haples, ſnowe, earth- 
quakes,peſtilence, by the ſfraunge and terrible ſights 
which cauſe vs to tremble, as the raining of blond, the 
firie imp2efſions in the Element, the onerflowing of 
floudes in the earth, the pꝛodigious ſhapes and vnna⸗ 
turall fozmes cf men, of beaſtes, of birdes, of fiſhes, 
of all creatures , the appearing of blaſing Comettes, 
which euer pꝛognoſticate ſome ſtraunge mukation, the 
ſight of two Sunnes which happened in the Conſul⸗ 
hippe of Tuditanus and Aquilius, with theſe things 
mo2tall men being afrighted,are info2ced to acknow⸗ 
ledge an immoꝛtal and omnipotent god, The fourth by 
the equalitie in moning in the heauen:the courſe of the 
Sunne, the oꝛder of the ſtars,the beautifulnefſe of the 
Element, d ſight wheroff migbt ſufficiently induce vs 
to belæue thep pzocceve not by chaunce, by nature, o: 
deſtenie, but by the eternal and diuine purpoſe of ſome 
omnipotent Deitie. Pereoff it came that when the 
Philoſophers could giue no reaſon dy Nature, they 
would ſay there is one aboue nature, an other would 
call him the firſt mouer, an other the ayder of nature, 

and ſo fazth. 
But why goe J about in a thing ſo manikeſt to vſe 
pꝛofes ſo manifolde. If thou deny the truth, who can 
20uc it, i thou deny that blacke is black, who can by 
reaſon repꝛoue thee, when thou oppoſeſt thy ſelf againſt 
reaſon,thou knoweſt that manifeſt truthes are not fo 
be pꝛoued but belæued, and that he that denpeth the 

pzinct- 
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pzinciples of any Arte, is not to be conſuted by argu⸗ 
ments, but to be left to bis owne folly , But J haue 
a better opinion of the, and therefoze J meane not to 
trifle with Philoſopby, but to trye this by the touch⸗ 
one of the Scriptures. We reade in the ſeconde of 
Exodus, that when Moſes deſired of God to knowe 
what he ſhoulde name him to the childzen of Israel: 
der aunſwered, thou ſhalt ſape Jam that J am. A- 
gaine, he that is bath ſent me vnto you. The Lozde e- 
uen pour God, he is God in the heaue aboue and in the 
earth beneath, J am the firff, and the laſt J am. J am 
the Loꝛd and there is none other beſides me. Againe, 1 
am the Lo2de, and there is none other. J haue creas 
fed the lyght © made darkenelle, making peace 4 fra⸗ 
ming euill. It thou deſire to vnderſtand what God is, 
thou ſhalt heare he is cuen a conſuming fire,the Lozd 
of renenge,the God of iudgement, the lyuing God, the 
ſearcher of the repnes, he that made all things of no⸗ 
thing, Alpha and Omega, the beginning and pet with⸗ 
out beginning, the ende, and pet enerlaſting, one at 
whoſe b2cath the mountapnes ſhall ſhake whoſe ſeat 
is the lol de Cherubins , wyoſe foteſtole is the earth, 
inuiſible, vet ſeeing all things, a iealous God,a louing 
Ood, miraculous in all points, in no part monſtrous, 
Beſides this, thou ſhait weil vnderſtande that her is 
ſuch a God as will puniſh him whoſocuer her be that 
blaſphemeth his name,fo2 holy is the Lo2d. It is wzits 
ten, bꝛing out the blaſphemer witbout the tents and let 
all thoſe that heard hun, lap their hands vpon his head 
and let all the people ſtone him. Ve that blaſphemeth 
the name of the Lo2vc, ſhall dye the death. Buch a 
iealous God, that whoſoeuer committeth Idolatrpe 
with ſtraunge GDDD , be will rike with terrible 
plagues? Tourne not to Jdolls, neyther make Gods 
with bandes, Jam the Lozde your God: a 
mars 
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make no Image which the Lozd thy God abbozreth. 
Chou ſhalt haue no new god, neyther wozſhippe any 
ſtraunge Jdoll . Foz all the Gods of the Gentiles 
are dinells, 

My ſonnes kepe your ſelues from Images, the 
wozſhipping of Jdolls is the canſe of all euill, the 
beginning and the ende, Curſed be that man that en- 
graueth any Images, it is an abhomination befoze the 
Loꝛde. They ſhall be confounded that wozſhippe gra- 
uen Images, oz glozie in Jdolls , J will not giue my 
glozy to an other noz my pꝛapſes to grauen Images. 

Af all theſe teſtimonies of the Scriptures cannot 
make thee to acknowledge a lyuing GO D, barken 
what they ſay of ſuch as ber altogether incredulots, 
Euery vnbel&enor ſhal dye in his incredulptie. Wo be 
to thoſe that be loſe in heart, they bele&ue there is no 
God, and therefoze they ſhall not bee pzoteced of him, 
The wzath of the Lo2de ſhall kindle againſt an bnbe- 
[&uing Nation. Af ye boleenenot, pou ſhall not cn- 
dure. Vee that beleencth ſhall not be dampned. Bee 
that beleucth not is judged already. The pozticn of 
the vnbeleucrs ſhall be in the lake that burneth with 
fire and bꝛimſtone which is the ſeconde death, 

If thou fe&le in - thy ſelfe Atheos anp ſparke cf 
grace pꝛap vnto the Loꝛd and he wil cauſs:it. to flame, 
ik thou haue nd feling of faith,yct pꝛay and the Lo20 
will gite aboundaunce , foz as bee is a terrible God, 
whole voyce is lpke the ruſhing of many waters, ſo is 
he a mercifull God whoſe woꝛds are as ſoft as Dple, 
Though he bzeath fire but of hh is noſtrels agaynit ſin⸗ 
ners pet is he milde to'thofe that aſke fozgtueneſſc. 
uf ik thou be obfthate that ſceing thou wilt not ſer, 
and knowing thou wilt not acknowledge , then wall 
thy heart be hardened with Pharao, and grace Tha! be 
Aaken away from thee with Saul, 


Thus 
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riſh,beauen and ——— the nns of the 
Lo2d hall endure foz ayer; + 
@abmt thy lelfe vefoze the tbzone of his Pateſtie, 
and his mercie ſhall ſaue thee; Monour the Lozde and 
it ſhalt be well with. the; Bees him ſaart no ſtrange 
God. Vonour the Lo2d uk ati thy ſouls,ÞFer vnto Goo 
the ſacrifice of pꝛapſe. Be not lyke the Hipocrits mbich 
honour God with theyz fyppes; but be farre from him 
with they? Hearts, neither — the fole which fayth in 
his heart, theres is no Gad. 
But it thou wat-Ttylt verſeter in thine obſtinacie, 
thine ende halbe woaſotherrthy beginning. the Lozde, 


thou halt beholde him come in glozy, with Millions of 
Angels and Archangets , when thou ſhalt ſer him ap- 
peare in thund unges and lygbininges and flaſhinges 
"of Fp3e, when the mountapnes ſhall melt, and the bea⸗ 
nens de 'Wzapped vp luke 4 ſcrowle. when all the earth 
ſhall tremble ; witt what face wylt thou beholde his 
glozy,that denyeſt his Godhead ?: How canſt thou a- 
byde his pꝛeſente that beleueſt not his cſence ?

king in them, The conſent of ſo man ages, of ſo (um? 
dzy nations, and of ſo dyuers mpndes/, in enb}acing' 
the Scriptures, and the rare godlpneſſe of ſome,ought 
to eſtabliſh the authozitie thereoff amongſt vs, Allo the 
blond of ſo many Party2s which foz p confeſſion ther⸗ 
off haue ſuffered death with a conſtant and ſober zeale, 
are vndoubted feſtimonies of the trueth and authozi- 
tie of the Scriptures, | 
The mpꝛacles that Moſes recounteth are ſufficient 

to perſwade vs that God, vea, the God of hoaſtes, ſet 

downe the Dcriptures .

Rocks'ftrdken- with a rod dyd by and by poure fozth 
a ryuer, tdat at bis pꝛaper, it rapned Panna from hea- 
nen. Dyd not God herein commend him from heauen 
as an vndoubted Pꝛophet:? Now as touching the ty⸗ 
rann of Antiochus, which commaunded all the bokes 
to be burned, herein gods ſinguler p2onidence is ſæne, 
which hath al wales kept his wo2d both from the migh 
tie that they could neuer ertinguiſh the ſame,and from 
the malitious that they could neuer diminiſh it. There 
were diners copyes which God of his great godnefle 
kept from the bloudy pꝛoclamation of Antiochus, and 
by and by followed the traſlating of them info Greeke, 
that they might be publiſhed vnto the whole wozlde, 
The Hebrew tongue lay not onely vneſtemed bat al- 
moſt vnknowne, and ſurely had it not bene gods wyll 
to haue his religion pꝛouided foz , it had altogether pe- 
riched. f 
Thou f&ff Atheos how the Scriptures come from 
the mouth ol God, and are wzytten by the finger of the 
Holy Gholt,in the conſciences of all the faythfull, But 
if thou be ſo curious to aſke other queſtions,oz ſo quar- 
rellous to ſtriue againſt the trueth , J muſt aunſwere 
thee as an olde father aunſwered a young fle, which 
nedes would knowe what God dyd befoze he made 
Veauen, to whome he ſayve, bell, foz ſuch curious ins 
quiſitozs of gods ſecrets, whoſe wiſedome is not to be 
compzehended,foz who is he Þ can meaſure the winde, 
oz way the fire,o2 attame vnto the vnſearchable iudge⸗ 
ments of the Lo2ve. 
Beſides this, where the holy Ghoſt hath ceaſed fo 
. iii. (ctte 
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lette downe, there ought we to ceafe to enquire, ſeeing 
we haue the ſufficiencie of our ſaluation conteined in 
holy Scripture. Jt were an abſurditie in ſcholes,if one 
being vꝛged with a place in Ariſtotle could finde none 
other ſhift to auopde a blancke then in doubting whe- 
ther Ariſtotle ſpake ſuth woꝛds a2zno,Sbal i hen be 
follerable to deny the @criptures hauing na other co⸗ 
lour to auopd an inconuenience,but by doubting whes 
ther they p2oceede from the holy Ghoſt? But that ſuch 
doubts aryſe among many in our age, the reaſon is 
they little fayth, not the inſufficient p2ofe of the cauſe. 

Thou mapſt as well demaund how J pꝛoue white 
to be white, oꝛ blacke,blacke,and why it Mould be cal⸗ 
led white rather then greene. Such groſle queſtions 
are to be aunſwered with lender reaſons , and ſuch 
pdle heades ſhould be ſcoffed with adle gunſweres. He 
that hath no motion of God in his minde, no freling of 
the ſpirit , no taſt of heanenly thinges , no remozce in 
conſcience , no ſparke of zeale, is rather to be confoun- 
ded by toꝛments, then reaſons, foz it is an euident and 
infallible ſigne that the holy ghoſt bath not ſealed his 
conſcience , whereby he might crye Abba Father, 4 
could alledge Scripture to pꝛoue that the godly ſhould 
refcapne from the company of the: wighed , which al- 
though thou wilt not belene , pet wpll it condemne 
the , Saind Paul ſaith, J deſire pou bzetheren that 
yon abſteine from the company of thoſe that walke in- 
e2dinately , Agapne my ſonne if ſinners. ſhall flatter 
the giue no eare vato them, ſipe from the euill, and 
euills ſhall flye from thee. 4 

And ſurcly were it not to confute thy detectable he⸗ 
reſie, and bꝛing the if if might be to ſome taſte of the 
Holy Ghoſt, J would abandon all place of thy above, 
fo2 I thinke the grounde accurſed whereon theu ſtan- 
deſt: Thy opinions are ſo menſt:ous that I cannot tel 
Whether 
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on jor wilt calf a doubt allo whether thou baue 
UT which ir thou doe,J meane not to waſt 
winde in pꝛouing that, which tbyne infidelytie wpll 
not permitte the to beleene, fo2 if thou haſt as pet felt 
no taſf of the ſpirit wozking in ther, then ſure Jam 
that to pz ous che iminoꝛtal yt ie of the ſoule were bote- 
leſſe, if thou haue a ſecret feelyng;then it were neede- 
lelle . And God graunt ther that glowing and ſting in 
conſcience that thy ſoule may witneſſe to thy ſclfe that 
there is a liuing God, and thy heart ſhed dꝛops of bloud 
as & f(okeniof repentance, in that thou haſt denyed that 
God , and ſo J commit thee to God, and that which I 
tannot'voe with any perſwaſion J will not leaue to at- 
tempt with my pzayer , 

Atheos, Nay ſtaye a whyle god Euphues, and 
leaue not him perplered wyth feare , whome theu 
maiſt make perfect by fayth : foz nowe Jam b2cught 
into ſuch a double and doubtfull diſtreſſe that J know 
not how to tourne me, ik J belene not the Scriptures, 
then ſhall J be damned foz vnbeliefe, if J beleue them 
then J ſhall be confounded foz my wicked lpfe. J know 
the whole courſe of the bible which if J ſhould beleue, 
then muſt J alſo beleue that J am an abiec, Foz thus 
ſapth Heli to his ſonnes, Jf man finne againſt man, 
God can foꝛgiue if, if againſt God , who ſhall intreate 
fo2 him: he that ſinneth is of the diueil , the rewarde 
of ſin is death, thou ſhalt not ſuffer the wicked to liue: 
take all the Pzinces of the people and hang them vp a- 
gainũi the Sunne on Jybbets that my anger may be 
tourned from Iſrael, theſe ſapinges of holy Scripture 
cauſe me to tremble and ſhake in euery ſine w. Againe

The diuel that roaring Lyon ſing his pꝛay to be tas 
ken ont of his iawes, allzadacth all Scrinture that 
nay condemne the ſinner , leauing all cut that ſhouly

Phiſition, which recounteth all thinges that may ens 
domage his patient, neuer telling any thing that may 
recure him, Let not thy conſcience be agrieued, but 
with a patient heart renounce all thy fozmer iniquities 
and thou ſhalt receiue eternall lyfe.Afure thy ſelfe that 
as god is a Lo2d,ſo he is a father, as Chzift is a Judge 
ſo he is a @autour, as there is a lawe, ſo there is a 
goſpell.

the earth is but a point being compared to the heauens. 
Learne of h Be as well to gather Punny of þ wade 
as the flow2e,+ out of far re countryes to liue,aſwell as 
in thine own. He is to be laughed at which thinketh the 
Mone better at Athens then at Corinth, oz the Punny 
of the Ber werter that is gathered in Hybla, then that 
which is made in Mantua? when it was caſt in Dio- 
genes teeth, the Sinoponetes had baniſhed him Pon- 
tus,yea ſaid he,J them of Diogenes. J may ſay to thee 
as Straconicus ſayd to his gueſt, who demaunded what 
fault was puniſhed with erile,4 he aunſwering falſe- 
hode, why then ſayd Straconicus doſt not thou p2adiſe 
deceit,to the ende thou maiſt auoyd the miſchiekes that 
flow in thy country,

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quyet,cuſtome wyll wake-it thy countrey,awd an ho- 
neſt lyfe wyll cauſe it a pleaſaumt tyuing. Philip fal- 

ling in the duſt and ſering the figure ol his per⸗ 

ted in ſhew. God God ſaid be, we deſire þ whole earth, 

and ſc how little ſerueth : Zeno hearing that this onely 
barke wherein all his wealth was ſhipped to haue pe⸗ 

riſhed, cryed out, thou haſt done well Foꝛtuue to thzuſt 

me into mo gowne agayne to embzace Philoſophy, 

Thou haſt therfaze in my minde great cauſe to reiopte, 

that God by puniſhment hath. compelled thee to ſfrikf- 
nelle of lyfe, which by liberty might haue ben growen 
to lewdneſſe , When thou haſt not one place aſſigned 
the wherein to liue, but one foꝛbidden the which thou 
mult leaue, then thou being denied but one, that excep- 
ted thou mayſt chaſe any, Pozeoner this diſpute with 
thy ſelfe, J beare no office whereby J ſhould epther fo;

The kings of Perſia were demed happy in that they 
palled their Winter in Babilon:in Media their Hum⸗ 
mer, and theyz Spꝛing in Suſis: and certeinly the Ex⸗ 
ile in this may be as happy as any king in Perſia , fo; 
he may at his leaſure bœing at his owne pleaſure, lead 
bis Winter in Athens, his Summer in Naples, his 
en in Aer fe bane any buſines in g, 
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be may fludy without trouble, fleepe without care, and 
wake at his wil without controlement. A riſtotle mutt 
dine when it pleaſeth Philip, Diogenes when it liſteth 
Diogenes, the courtier ſuppeth when the king is ſatiſ⸗ 
led, but Botonio may now eat whe Botonio is an hun⸗ 
gred. But thou ſaiſt that baniſhmgyt is ſhamefall. Ng 
truely,no moze thon pouertie to-vge content, 02 graye 
haires to the aged. It is the cauſe that maketh the 
ſhame,if thou wert baniſhed vpo choler, greater is thy 
credit in ſulteyning wꝛong, tbẽ thy enuyes in commit⸗ 
ting inlur x, and leſſe ſhame is it to thee to be oppꝛeſſed 
by might, then theirs that wzought it fo malice. But 
thou feareſt thou ſhalt not thziue in a ſlraunge nas 
tion, certeimp thou art moze afraide then hurte.
